LIABILITIES ARE AS. MUCH 


Financing of Buffalo & Susquehanna 
. Caused the Failure—Firm Bought

Fisk & Robinson, one of the best-known 
bond houses in Wall Street, dealing in 
United States bonds, New York City and 
other municipal bonds, and prominently 
connected with the financing of several! 
railroad undertakings, admitted yesterday 
thelr inability to meet their obligations, 
and after the close of banking hours a 
petition in bankruptcy was filed against 
the firm in the United States District 
Court. Bronson Winthrop was appointed 
receiver by Judge Hand, and immediately 
took the firm's affairs in charge. A 
statement issued through Philbin, Beek- 
man, Menken & Griscom, counsel to the 
receiver, placed the Mabilities of the firm 
at @ little less than 87,000,000, with esti- 
mated assets slightly in excess of that 
sum. The assets include, however, sev- 
eral large blocks of securities not. readily 
salable. These were the cause of the 
fatiure. 

Among the railroad enterprises which 
Fisk & Robinson had undertaken to 
finance was the Buffalo & Susquehanna. 
Large amounts of the securities of this 
road were taken by them, and in turn 
have pledged for loans from a number of 
banks here and im other cities. 

These securities have depreciated in 
value, the road proving less profitable 
than had been anticipated, and many 
banks from which Fisk & Robinson had 
borrowed money called for additional se- 
curity until finally the firm concluded 
that, for the protection of its creditors, it 
was best to be placed in bankruptcy. The 
petition filed against the firm, while in 
form technically a petition in involuntary 
bankruptcy, had the full approval of the 
members of the firm. The petitioners were 
Henry Clark of 318 West Fifty-seventh 
Street; John H. Thompson of 400 West 
118th Street, and Jozeph Stanley-Brown, 
office manager of the firm. The aggre- 
gate claims of these creditors were $1,929. 
The principal] creditors besides those who 
have money deposited with the firm are 
banks from which loans were obtained. 
Ths character and extent of the firm's 
assets and Iiabilities were indicated in 
this statement issued last night by Re- 
céiver Winthrop:

In explanation of conditions Mr, Win- 
tnrep says: 

“Tt has been tmpossible as yet to as- 
certain the exact amount of secured and 
unsecured obligations of the firm, but it is 
estimated that the secured obligations 
will amount to about $5,000,000 and the 
unsecyred debts to over $1,000,000. 

“The cause of the failure is attributed 
by the members of the firm to the shrink- 
age in market value of the 4% per cent. 
bonds of the Buffalo & Susquehanna Rail- 
way Company and the preferred stock of 
the Buffalo & Susquehanna  Rallroad 
Company, of which the firm was carry- 
ing a large amount. These securities 
were all in loans, and as the market 
value diminished the lenders holding 
these securities as collateral have from 
time to time required additional collateral. 

“There are other securities owned by 
the firm which have not as yet a gen- 
eral market and could not be realized on 
in time to meet the demands for addition- 
al margin on the secured loans and the 
demands_of unsecured creditors. It ‘s 
hoped that the creditors of the firm 
whose claims are secured by the Buffalo 
& Susquehanna Railway bonds and Buf- 
falo & Susquehanna Railroad stock will 
withhold sale of the same until a plan 
can be devised to conserve the value 
of these securities.

Fisk was a partner in 
this firm until he withdrew in 1899 and 
formed the rm which has just failed.

LOUISE TO DEFEND FORTUNE. 


Belgian Princess Will Fight Attempt 
to Impose a Guardianship.

PARIS, Feb. 1.—Now that Princess 
Louise of Belgium, who has been living 
quietly in the Avenue du Bois de Bou- 
logne since shortly after the death of 
her father, King Leopold IL., is paying 
her debts, amounting, as is well known, 
to many millions, a movement is threat- 
ened to place her newly inherited prop- 
erty in the hands of a judicial commit- 
tee.

PEARY MAY GET HIGH RANK. 


Congress to be Asked to’ Reward Him 
—May Be Made Rear Admiral.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—A,.movement is 
afoot in the House of Répresentatives, 
among the members of the Maine dele- 
gation, to give Congressional recognition 
to Commander Robert BE. Peary in con- 
sideration of his dfScovery of the north 
pole. A meeting of the delegation is to 
be held some time this week at which 
will be discussed the question of the form 
of official testimonial to be given to the 
explorer. . 

In speaking cf the movement to-day, 
Mr. Allen called attention to the fact 
that Mr. Peary made a sacrifice in his 
efforts which was greater than the mere 
physical discomforts incident to lifé in 
the far north; that he has given to a4 
solitary form of endeavor the best years 
of his life, and that In so remaining away 
from his regular duty in the navy he has 
been passed in grade by officers in the 
service who formerly were his juniors, 

It is likely that after the matter has 
been talked over at the meeting one of 
the members of the delegation from Mr. 
Peary’s home State will introduce 4& re- 
solution providing that the rank of Rear 
Admiral be conferred upon the explorer. 

The orders assigning Mr. Peary to regu- 
lar duty in the navy have not yet bern 
issued, and undoubtedly will not be until 
Mr. Peary has returned to Washington 
and called upon the Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, Rear Admiral Holly- 
day. Mr. Peary, it is said, had made ar- 
rangements to go to Europe in April and 
remain there until June. On that ac- 
count there is a possibility that he will 
obtain leave of absence for six months.

De Armond’s Old District In Mis- 
souri Carried by 3,783—Anti- 
Cannon Vote Figures. 


A SCARE FOR REPUBLICANS 
Washington Feara That the Result 
Portends Disaster In the Coming 
Congressional Elections,

CLINTON, Mo., Feb. 1.—Ex-State Sena- 


tor Clement C. Dickinson of Clinton was 
to-day elected as the successor of the 
late Congressman David A. De Armond 


by a majority of 3,783 over Phil 8. Grif- 
fith of Greenfield, his Republican op- 
ponent. The Democratic majority is the 
largest ever received in the Sixth District, 
and is believed by Democratic leaders to 
portend victory at the next general elec- 
tion. 

Although Mr. De Armond was a National 
figure, he was re-elected in 1908 by a plu. 
rality of only 1,893, with four candidates 
in the field. Only two candidates were 
in thé field at to-day’s election. 

The election of Dickinson is taken as a 
direct slap at Speaker Cannon, who was 
especially interested in the choice of 
Griffith as a candidate. The campaign 
was made on National] issues and by Ne- 
tional leaders. Cannonism played an im- 
portant part in the race, and it is by the 
vote of hundreds of ant!i-Cannon Repub- 
licans that the Democratic candidate 
piled up such @ majority. 

Gov. Hadley and Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor Nagel stumped the dis- 
trict for Griffith, while ex-Govs. D, R. 
Francis and J. W. Folk; United States 
Senator W. J. Stone, Congressman Champ 
Clark, and J. A. Reed of Kansas City 
were among the prominent Democrats 
who .took part in the campaign.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—News here 
that Clement CC. Dickinson, Democrat, 
has been elected to succeed Mr. De Ar- 
mond, Democrat, in the House as Repre- 
sentatives from Missouri by a majority 
of 8,700 is causing much alarm among 
Republicans. It is recalled that Mr. De 
Armond, who was a man of National 
reputation, carried his district by small 
majorities, varying from 83 to about 2,000, 
while his successor, though not particu- 
larly well known, after a year of the 
present Administration, has practically 
G@oubled that majority. 

These figures are taken to mean that 
at the next élection Missouri will drop;

THOMPSON OUT, DISAPPEARS 


Ambition of Gov. Burke for Judicial 
Seat Leads to Appointment of a 
Strong Democrat from His State.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 1.~—To the surprise 
of the Senate, the resignation of Fountain 
L. Thompson, lately appointed Senator 
from North Dakota, was announced this 
morning, and immediately an unnoticed 
man rose and, through the mouth of Sen- 
ator McCumber from that State, demand- 
ed admittance to the Senate as Mr. 
Thompson's suscessor. He had with him 
his credentials In due form, though noth- 
ing had bean heard of his appointment. 
In spite of Senator Burrows’s protest at 
the unusual proceeding, he was at once 
sworn in. The new Senator is W. E. 
Purcell of Wappeton, N. D. 

Persons familiar with the proceedings 
in the Senate gay that they do not re- 
member a similar instance in the history 
of the body. Back of it all Is the story 
of State politica in North Dakota and 
Gov, Burke’s ambitions for the future, 
though the only reason assigned for Mr. 
Thompson's resignation fs ill-health As 
a matter of fact, Mr. Thompson has bern 
in poor health for years, but the details 
of this particular breakdown were all 
erranged when Gov. Burke visited Wash- 
ington a short time ago to attend the 
meoting of the House of Governors. 

Senator Thompson was not in his seat 
when his resignation was announced to 
the Senate by the minority leader, Mr. 
Money of Mississippi. Having left word 
that he was suffering from attacks of 
hemorrhages, he left Washington Satur- 
day for San Antonio, Texas, where it fs 
éxpected he will remain for some time. 
His succe#tor arrived quietly tn Wash- 
ington last evening, but except for Mr. 
Money and a few of his friends nobody 
was prepared for thé suc“en shift of Sen- 
atore. p 

Mr. Thompson was appointed to ffl the 
vacancy caused by the death of Senator 
Martin N. Johnson, and he took his seat 
when Congress convened on Dec. 6 The 
appointment of Mr. Thompson caused & 
storm of protest from politicians all over 
North Dakota. Gov. Burke is a Demo- 
erat, ahd 860 was Mr. Thompson, but Mr. 
Thompson was unknown politically tn the 
State, and was entirely without follow- 
ing. It is said in some quarters that 
Gov. Burke made the appointment for 
that réason, wishing to remain the only 
prominent Democrat In public life from 
North Dakota. However that may be, the 
appointment proved a political failure and 
the Governor’s friends téld him that 
something must be done to relieve the 
situation. Gov. Burke is said to be look- 
ing forward to a fight for re-election with 
an ultimate view to the Supreme Court 
bench of his State. Mr. Purcell is de- 
scribed as one of the most prominent 
Democrats in the State, and it looked as 
if he and all his following would oppose 
the Governor. Mr. Purcell has practiced 
law in Wappeton since 1881, and has for a 
number of years: been a member of the 
State Senate. 

The appointment of Mr. Purcell was ac- 
cordingly decided on. The Governor came 
to Washington and a definite under- 
standing, it is said, was reached concern- 
ing Thompson's retirement. 

Those who know about North Dakota 
politics say that it is still uncertain that 
Mr. Purcell and his strong faction have 
been placated, though his acceptance of 
the appointment seems to indicate it. The 
only objection made to his assuming of- 
fice to-day was raised by Mr. Burrows on 
the ground that his credentials were ad- 
dressed not to the Senate, as is custom- 
ary, but to Mr. Purcell personally. Mr. 
Burrows is Chairman of the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, and he with- 
drew hi: objections on request of Senator 
Money. 


SAVED ONLY TO DIE IN FIRE. 


Barge Captain Perished In Flames 
After He Was Rescued from Drowning 


Capt. Owen Ward of thé coal barge 
Ada, moored at the foot of West Forty- 
ninth Street, was saved from death by 
drowning yesterday afternoon, only to 
lose his life in a fire that gutted the cabin 
of his barge at midnight. 

While walking on the deck of the barge 
yesterday afternoon Capt. Ward, who is 
65 years old, tripped over a@ line and went 
head first tnto the icy waters of the 
North River. He yelled for help, and 
Charles Kena of 347 Fiftieth Street got a 
line around the Canptain’s shoulders and 
drew him to the dock. 

Dr. Jillson of Flower Hospital worked 
over Ward for half an hour to rally 
him. Ward was then carried to his bunk 
in the cabin. 

At 11:80 last night Thomas Palmer, Cap- 
tain of the coal barge Edmund, moored 
at the same dock, saw flames bursting 
from the cabin of the Ada and turned '[n 
an alarm. 

The fire had gained so much headway 
that he could not enter the cabin. When 
the firemen arrived they also made sev- 
eral attempts to get through the smoke 
and flame, but without success. When 
the fire was out they found Ward’s body 
lying in his bunk burned to a crisp. 


It is supposed that the cabin was set 
‘on fire by the overturning of an oil 
stove.

FOURTEEN LOST IN WRECK.

Miss Hesler said Dr. Cowles had been 
objectionable to her, but ‘‘on only one 
occasion,’””’ when he had asked her te © 
telephone to meet: him. 

Miss Virginia Swift, daughter of Rear 
Admiral Swift, told of conversations with “ 
Miss Amés, in which the sOssip concern- 
ing Dr. Cowl4s and Miss Hesler was dis 
cussed. 

Dr. Cowles’s wife told how she went te 
Washington to see that the charges were 
not hushed up. She declared that Seére- 
tary Meyer wanted the matter dropped, 
but Senator Lodge caused it to be brought 
t>? trial. 

Dr. Cowles’s record was attacked by 
the défense, which brought several wit- 
hesses to swear that he practiced medicine 
improperly.

Miss Swift Reard Stories. 


Miss Swift, who preceded Miss Hesler 
on the stand, testified that she had heard 
stories which led her to consider Dr. 
Cowles an improper person to invite to 
the navy dances. She had heard such 
statements from Miss Ames, she said. 

Miss Swift then gave on the stand this 
résumé of a conversation which . took 
place, she said, at her house the Tuesday 
before the Dec. 11 dance between Miss 
Ames and herself: 

In the afterncon, Miss Ames said, she 
had a lttle secret and scandal to talk 
about with her. Miss Ames asked her if 
she knew of any events on the trip to 
the dance at Fort Warren, in November.

She is one of the' 


largest ships in the Italian Navy and was, 


chosen by the Government to test the, 


value of oil as a fuel. i 








the Speaker Delayed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Two different 
organizations-in the House. to-day in- 
dorsed the legislative nolicies of Presi- 
dent Taft and placed. themselves on rec- 
ord as being in favor of early enactment 
of them intc law. On behalf of the in- 
surgents Mr. Hayes of California’. ana 
Mr. Gardner of Massachusetts called on 
the President and assured him that they 
would work with him to bring about the 
changes he desired to make in the exist- 
ing laws. The Republican members of 
the. New York delegation, at a. caucus 
adopted a resolution to the effect thal 
they voull support the programme of 
Mr. ‘Tafl and the platform on whiza he 
was elected. ‘ 

That part of the Administration pro- 
gramme to which the Insurgents have 
pledged their support consists of the 
measures regarding railroad legislation, 
conservation, postal savings banks, and 
the restriction of the injunction power of 
the courts. It is understood that the mat- 
ter of agreeing on their attitude on ship 
subsidics and Federal incorporation has 
been left in abeyance for the present. At 
thelr meeting the insurgents talked over 
the advisabllity of holding a Republican 
caucus to take action regarding the en- 
largement of the Rules Committee and 
the elimination of the Speaker from the 
Chairmanship of it, but an understanding 
is said to have been reached that for the 
present they would not keep up che agi: 
tation in this direction. They will, how- 
ever, watch for a chance to attack the 
rules on the floor of the House, and if 
they .see any parliamentary opportunity 
to change them they will use it for all 
it is worth. ; 

President Taft to-night gave out the fol- 
iowing statement: 

The President this afternoon received a 
visit from Messrs. Gardner and Hayes, who 
had been appointed to call upon him as @ 
committee at a meeting of the so-called in- 
surgents of the House, held last night. 
Messrs. Gardner and Hayes said that they 
celled on behalf of their associates to 
assure the President of their good will to- 
ward him and their earnest desire to aid 
him .in the passage of the Yostal Savings 
bill, the conservation measures, the Injunc- 
tion bill, and the Inter-State-Commerce bill 
recommended by him tn conformity with the 
pledges of the Republican Party platform. 


The President was very much pleased with 
thelr assurances. 


The resolution adoptet by the Repub- 
lican members of tne New York delega- 
tion announced an earnest desire for 
prompt consideration of the legislation 
proposed and recommended by the Presi- 
Gent and presented to the people in the 
party platform. It was resolve that the 
members of the delegation would endeav- 
or to bring about a caucus of the party 
in the House for the adoption of @ pro- 
gramme of legislation at the present ses- 
sion in conformity with the desires of 
Mr. Taft, and that they would favor fur- 
ther caucuses from time to time for con- 
sideration of the separate phases of leg- 


| islation as they came before the House. 


There was one unexpected, development 
in the caucus of the New York men, It 
had been supposed that, from Fr ae 
Parsons and Mr. Fish, delega 
was not infected with the anti-rules idea 
which has recently made considerable 
headway in the ranks of the so-caited 
regulars.

Cut Off B. R. T. Lineman’s

INVENTS NEW LIFE BUOY. 


Frank P. Brust Has an Apparatus 
Which Distributes Life Belts. 


Frank FP. Brust arrived in New York 
yesterday from Seattle with a life-saving 
and wreck-marking apparatus which he 
has patented: The device consists of a 
metal buoy, surmounted by a bell. with 
twelve regulation life belts attached by 
slip rings, whicn fit into a base made 
fast to the deck of the ship. Inside the 
base there is a tank containing a coil of 
thin cable, which {s made ‘ast at one end 
to the metal buoy, so that when the water 
pours over the sinking ship the top part 
floats automatically to the surface with 
the Hfe belts as the coil unwinds Itself.

Headquarters heard yesterday, 
and actepted {t as true, that Inspector 
McCafferty, who has been at the head 
of the Detective Bureau fo> xearly three 
years, is to be displaced. iuspector Me- 
Clusky is talked of among several as his 
successor. McClusky has been there be- 
fore. Pare ‘ 

“Inspector. McCafferty {s one of the 
hardest worked men in the department,” 
said Commissioner Baker, ‘‘and he has 
done good work. But it maybe that his 
best is not good enough. In two or three 
days there will be some changes, but 
about them.I will not speak now.”’ 

The _Commissioner, however, denied that 
there would be any cataclysmic rending of 
the department, as was often the case in 
the Bingham régime. Asked if. McCafferty 
was to go out at once, he said: 

‘* Why, you see in this paper here that 
[am tio be removed. There’s nothing in 
that...When 1) came to be “ammissioner 


Inspector McCafferty asked me for a free 
hand in his bureau. I let him have it. 
He has had absolute control.”’ 

Things have been piling up against Mc- 
Cafferty for several weeks. Whether it 
can be scientifically demonstrated cr uot, 
many policemen helieve, and will argue 
to prove, that crime comes in waves. 
McCafferty's friends say that the present 
‘“‘crime wave’”’ is age the Inspector's 
misfortune and not In any way a result 
of his inefficiency.

It has 
long been known that, under the present 
arrangement, the precinct detectives are 
jealous of the Central Office men, and 
not only fail to co-operate with them, buf 
now and then do things to block them. 
The Inspector stigmatizes some of his 
men with whom he is compelled to work 
as ‘“‘fools,”’ it is said, and such things 
always get to the men. 

The Inspector said yesterday that every 
man in the bureau of any account was 
loyal to him. There might be some, he 
thought, who felt that they were barely 
hanging on to their places, and might 
talk against him in the hope of aiding a 
change for their own benefit. But all the 
good men in the bureau were McCafferty 
men, he was sure. - ; ; 

It is said that the, organization of the 
Central Office 1s faulty, and that its 
work rarely fits in with that of the pre- 
cinct sleuths. It is pointed out that last 
week when the old wine dler was 
found murdered in the upper east side 
and a few days before that when three 
Italians were found murdered in an 
apartment on the lower east side, both 
places were overrun by an army of young 
detectives from Central Office, from 
the local precincts, from branch detec-

French Astronomer Declares That 
Hypothesis Accords with 
Accepted Theories. 


A 1910 VISIBLE HERE AGAIN 


Fainter Than the Last View— May 
Never More Come into the 
Earth’s Ken.

PARIS, Feb. 1.—More than one emi- 
nent scientist now holds the ancient 
idea that the metecrological conditions 
which determine soine of the greatest 
terrestrial disasters, most notably in- 
undations like that from which Paris 
is suffering, are in a targe degree due 
te the influence of comets. Here is the 
opinion of Henri Deslandres, former 
Director of the Astronomical Observa-~- 
tory of Meudon and member of the 
Academy of Sciences: 
’ * BHowever distant comets may be,” 
he says, “it is not impossible that their 
enormous. tails, measuring 75,000,090 
to 125,000,000 miles in length, may 
eome in contact with our atmosphere. 
The theory that a comet may disturb 
the atmosphere of the earth, causing 
rains of great duration, and conse~- 
quently inundations and the sudden 
overflow of rivers, is not at all absurd. 
It may, at all events, be sustained by 
scientific reasoning. 

“Theories of astronomy and physics 

- actually accepted admit that the tail 


of a comet fs illumined only by the! 
o’clock. 
‘away from the sun it was far less brilliant 


eathodic rays emanating from the sun, 
These act upon the infinitely minute 
phosphorescent particles which com- 
pose the mane of the comet’s:tail, and 
at the sare time, by charging it with 
positive electricity, push it away from 
the direction of the sun. When they 
penetrate the mane of a comet the 
cathodic rays are transformed into 
Roentgen rays. The tail of a comet, 
therefore, is a tremendous source of 
these X rays, whose wonderful power 
of penetration is well known. 

“To explain, then, the action of a 
comet on our atmosphere, it suffices to 
know that the X rays have the prop- 
erty of causing the condensation of 
‘vapors. ‘The nearer a comet is to the 
earth the more formidable this process 
of condensation would be. The hy- 
pothesis, therefore, may be maintained, 
although its absolute truth has not 
been demonstrated.”

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1$250,000 FIRE IN BALTIMORE. 





Leaped Across a 70-Foot Street and 
Endangered Standard Ol] Tanks. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 1.—-Fire this after- 
noon destroyed about half of two blocks 
in the soutneastern section of the city 
and consumed property worth more than 
$250,000. Of this amount $200,000 falls 
upon Eisenhauer, MacLean & Co., lum- 
ber dealers, whose insurance is $100,250. 
The Bennett Pottery Company had a loss 
of $50,000, which is fully covered by in- 
Surance. The remainder of the loss is 
divided {n small amounts among the J. 
H, Duker Box Company, tre B, Kegan 
Sons’ Company, box makers, and the 
Standard Ol] Company. 

The fire started among bales of pack- 
ing straw in the stable yard of the Ben- 
nett Pottery, adjoining the limber yards, 
to which the flames, driven by a high 
wind, spread with great rapidity. The 
whole of the large lumber yard was in 
a few moments ablaze. At one time the 


flames jumped across a street seventy | 


feet wide, endangering tanks of the 
Standard Oil Company, in which . 3,000 
gallons of lubricating oil were stored,

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SACKVILLE ROMANCE 
DETAILED IN COURT 


Son of Spanish Dancer Seeks 
Estates Left by Late Brit- 
ish Minister Here, 








MARRIAGE TO HER DENIED 





incumbent Also Contends She Had a 
Spanish Husband Living When 
Sackville Children Were Born. 





LONDON, Feb. L—A crowded court- 
room testified to-day to the public inter- 


/ est in the Sackville peerage romance, an- 


other chapter of which opened before Sir 
John Bigham, President of the Probate 
Court. The petitioner in the suit is 
Ernest Henry Sackville-West, who asks 
the court to declare him the eldest and le- 
gitimate son of the late Lord Lionel Sack- 
ville Sackville West. If he is successful 
he will acquire the title te the estates 
now held by Lionel E. Sackville-West, a 
nephew of the former British Minister at 


Washington, and the present Lord Sack- — 


ville, who married his cousin, a sister of 
the petitioner. The present Lord Sack- 
ville denies that his uncle legally married 
Josefa Duran, the petitioner’s mother. 

Ernest is the son’ of a Spanish dancer, 
who married Lord Sackville at Madrid. 
Subsequently, Sackville declared the wo- 
man had a husband living when she 
formed an alliance with him, and the one 
son and three daughters born of their 
union have never been recognized by the 
courts as having any rights to-the Sack- 
ville title and estates. 

Sir Edward Clarke, in opening for the 
petitioner, said he proposed to prove the 
marriage by reputation, and the declara- 
tions of Lord Sackville himself on-docu- 
ments attached to certificates of the birth 
and baptism of his children. He referred 
to the stay and recognition at Washing- 
ton of Lord Sackville’s daughters. He 
read volumes of documentary evidence 
taken abroad regarding the life of Lord 
Sackville and Josefa Duran at Arcachon, 
France, where they were known as the 
Count and Countess West. Depositions 
were submitted to establish that the 
neighbors believed the two to be married, 
though one deponént added ‘‘ bad-natured 
peopte said they were unmarried.” 

Sir Robert Finley, on behalf of the pres- 
ent péer, recalled and placed in evidence 
the testimony given by Lord Sackville 
when a similar suit was brought during 
his Ufetime. On that occasion he swore 
that the declarations which he had made 
regarding his companion were inspired 
solely by a desire to save the reputation 
of the lady. He affirmed that there had 
never been a marriage of any sort, and 
that all the children born to them were 
illegitimates 

Sir Robert added that he would prove 
that the Duran woman married Antonio 
de la Oliva in 1851, and that Oliva did 
not die until 1888. Accordingly, he said, 
if Lord Sackville had figured in any riar- 
riage, of which there was no evidence, 
spn eared marriage must have been 

egal. . 

Lord Sackville died In September, 1908. 
He was British Minister to the United 
States from 1881 to 1888, when he was 
dismissed by President Cleveland. His 
downfall at Washington, which practical- 
ly ended his career, followed his indis- 
cretion in writing a letter in which he 
expressed the opinion to a correspondent 
in California that the re-election of Pres. 
ident Cleveland would be satisfactory to 
Great Britain. oy ee ek

IS UNDER SCRUTINY 


Osborne Is Making Searching In- 
-vestigation—Friends Say 
Senator Is-Not Rich. 








FULL -: INQUIRY... PROMISED 





Senators Find shritiment in Their Dis- 
tricts Opposed to Limiting Scope 
of Coming Investigation, —

ALBANY, Feb. 1.~—Many influences are 
at work here to narrow down as far as 
possible the Senate investigation into the 
bribery charges against Senator Jotham.P. 
Allds.- To-night, however, the outlook is 
distinctly that these efforts will not avail 
and that the Senate will not only sift to 
the bottom the charges against Allds, but 
will. take..cognizance of any. collateral 
issue that may arise affecting its henor 
and dignity asa legislative body, . - 
‘That .such issues may develop. in the 
handling of the case by a severe cross-ex- 
aminer like James W. Osborne of New 
York. counsel] for Senator Conger, is free- 
ly admitted by the-men- who heard Mr. 
Conger make his statement at the insur- 
gent caucus. The activities that are now 
engaging Mr. Osborne at his headquar- 
tefs at the Rensselaer Inn in Troy go 
far to indicate that he has.no intention 
of. letting his client. become the “ goat,” 
but -will make the array of testimeny in 
support of his charges as far-reaching as 
circumstances or the Senate may permit. 
Mr. Osborne hes gone over not only the 
legislative reeord.of Senator Allds, but, 
the records of: some other men who heid 
seats in the Legislature during the days 
of the famous Black Horse Cavairy, to 
which the Conger charges have reference, 
The information thus’ gathered is’ said to 
have convinced Mr. Osborne that ,.the 
statement made by-his client shortly after 
the charges became public, to the effect 
that the “‘Httle affair between me and 
Jo was merely a drop in’ the‘ bucket,” 
was not altogether out of place. 
Mr. Osborne is preparing hfs miateria: 
principally for use in-his cross-examina- 


tion of Senator Alids. It was learned 
thet in: his quest for material Mr, Qs- 
borne has gone beyond the story told by 
the legislative records and soOught tn- 
formation with reference tothe financial 
resourees of the accused. majority leader 
of the Senate. In this connection some 
surprises are hinted at. Friends of Sen- 
ator Allds declare that he is very far 
from being a rich man, though he has 
enough to support himself in comfort. 

It was learned to-day that some mem- 
bers of the Senate have heard from their 
districts, and that throughout the State, 
as the date for the inguiry approaches, 
there seems to develop among the rank 
and file of the Republican organization 
an insistent -demand that the fullest pos- 
sible investigation be hac. 

This sentiment, according to the com- 
mun belief here, is due to a feeling that 
an organized effort might made by 
the Republican organization to limit the 
scope of the inquiry, in order to have.the 
matter over with in a hurry and give the 
voters time to forget before the Fall cam- 


|paign the fact that the name of the man

Allds-Hamn — Measure, 
Vetoed by Hughes. 








FIVE BILLS ARE DISCUSSED 





Arguments Advanced Support Main 
Features of Measure Killed by 
the Governor. Last Year.. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 1.—That any action of 
the Legislature this year affecting the 
iuse of automobiles will be based upon the 
| Allds-Hamn bill of last year was made 
clear at a hearing held to-day by the As- 
‘sembly Committee on Interna! Affairs. 
!'The bill of last year was vetoed by Gov. 
i Hughes chiefly for the reason that it de- 
prived New York City and the other large 
cities of the State of teh right to regu- 
late local traffic. A clause is to be in- 
serted in the bill of 1909 to meet this 
objection, and other amendments may he 
made to meet minor criticisms. 

“There scems to be nothing for the 
committee to do,” Chairman George H. 
Whitney said at the close of the hearing, 
“but to frame an automobile measure 
along the lines of last year’s bill. The 
chief arguments advanced to-day support 
the main features of that measure. 

Charles T. Terry, representing the Au- 
tomobile Association of America and the 
National Association of Automobile Man- 
ufacturers, and Oliver A. Quayle of the 
Legislative Committee of the State Auto- 
mobile Association were present to-day 
When the committee took up the five 
measures affecting the use of motor vehi- 
cles which have been introduced this 
year. 

Mr. Terry said the Allds-Hamn bill 
was in the nature of a compromise, the 
main points of which were satisfactory 
to nearly all concerned. 

The most discussed feature of the meas- 
lure is the elimination of the restriction 
as.to speed and making the chauffeur or 
operator responsible for speed that is 
reasonably safe under all conditions. The 
pill also imposes an annual license fee 
of $4 for machines of under twenty horse 
power, $6 for those between twenty and 
thirty horse power, and $10 for those 
over thirty horse power. It was esti- 
mated that the revenue thus derived 
would amount to $500,000 a year, and pro- 
vision was made for applying this fund 
to the maintenance of improved State 
highways, 

The bill of last year wiped out the 
speed trap, made provision for keeping 
a State record of all fines imposed, and 
a record of the number of convictions in 
cases of violations of the motor vehicle 
lav’. 

“The present law is adequate for the 
protection of those who use the high- 
ways,’ Mr. Terry said. ‘‘The trouble is 
that it is not enforced, The Magistrates 
of New York admit this. Reaily the only 
additional legislation needed is to make 
better the means of identification. The 
figures of the license number should be 
larger, with more space between them, 
and they should be iltuminated at night 
'so that they may be seen at a reasonable

IDENTIFIES DENNISON. 


Fredericks, Shot by Stranger, Picks Out 
Magician Suspected as Boys’ Slayer. 


John Fredericks, the man who was shot 
in the back four times on Saturday night, 
Jan. 8 went to the Jefferson Market 
Frison yesterday afternoon, and said he 
was practically certain that Herbert Je- 
rome Dennison, the insane prestidigita- 
tor, under arrest for.shooting the two 
six-year-old boys in Highbridge Park, is 
the man who shot him. Inspector McCaf- 
ferty and the District Attorney’s office 
are now sure that they will fasten the 
murders on Dennison. 

Fredericks lives at 817 Gerard Avenue, 
the Bronx. Between 11 and 12 o'clock 
of that Saturday night he was on his way 
home, after a visit to his sweetheart. 
While crossing the bridge over the Har- 
lem River, at 153d Street, he saw a man 
looking down into the water. 

As soon as he got a little past the man 
Fredericks heard a shot behind him, and 
as he was turning, five other shots came 
in quick succession. Four of the bullets 
took effect in his body, but none made 
any very serious wound. His assailant 
did not try to rob him, and Fredericks 
was certain that he had no enemy who 
would shoot him down that way. 

As the man ran away Fredericks got a 
good look at him. He was rushed to Leb- 
anon Hospital, where he told the police 
that the shooter was a _ black-bearded 
man, with a black hat, Wearing a short 
and light-colored overcoat. The bullets 
taken out of Frederick's body were of 
.32-calibre. ‘ 

The following Wednesday Robert Lomas 
and Arthur Shibley were shot down in 
Highbridge Park, and they were killed 
with bullets of that calibre. The descrip- 
tion given of the man who shot them 
tallied with that of Fredericks’s assailant, 
and the police at once connected the two 
crimes. 

Dennison was arrested on Monday, Jan, 
24, as the murderer of the two boys. 
Fredericks was still in Lebanon Hospital, 
too weak to go down to the Jefferson 
Market Prison to see if the prisoner 
looked like the man who had shot him. 

Yesterday afternoon Capt. Sam Price 
of the Bronx Detective Bureau took Fred- 
ericks down to the prison, had Dennison 
lined up with a number of men, and then 
brought in Fredericks. He did not hesi- 
tate in pointing out Dennison as the man 
who shot him. 

Dennison’s examination, which was only 
begun lest Friday in Jefferson Market 
Court, will be completed to-morrow after- 
noon. Abe vy, who has’ undertaken 
the defense of Dennison, said yesterday 
he had strengthened the evidence he néeds 
to establish the Tunatic’s alibi. 

Reports about Dennison have come in 
from the ‘seven or eight institutions in 
which he has been a patient. The reports 
declare that he has never beén committed, 
but has always been a private patient. 
As such he was allowed to go out walking 
with his mother, and to enjoy other liber- 
ties. He would get on well for awhile, it 
is reported, and then would break out. 
When the suggestion was made that he 
be committed as dangerous his mother 








Irwin was served with notice that she 
would have to stand trial on the charge 
of being the guilty one. 

Worry over the accusation brought on 
iliness, and Miss Irwin's mother dé- 
manded that a meeting be held to decide 
on the matter. Miss Irwin attended and 
refused to answer questions. She ove- 
came hysterical under what is charged 
to be a species of ‘‘ third degree,” and it 
was necessary to call two physicians to 
her aid. Since that time she has been 
unable to leave her home.

Grand Jury Starts an Inquiry Into 
Rates for Beef, Fowl, and 
Storage Eggs. 








PACKERS CUT DOWN SUPPLY 





Trust Said to Have Reduced Its Orders 
from the Western Producers—Returns 
from By-Products Uphold Meat Rates. 





Feadson County instituted yesterday an 
Mrestigaton into the price of meat. 
Prosecutor Pierre Garven brought before 

‘the Grand Jury the question of cold stor- 
age, and in answer to subpoenas, James 
Brady, the Superintendent, and John 
Manchie, the Treasurer, of the Swift 
Company’s plant at Ninth and Provost 
Streets, Jersey City, and D,. F. McCarthy, 
Superintendent of the Union Terminal 


Cold Storage Warehouse, at Twelfth and | 


Provost Streets, were in attendance. 

Mr. Garven has had information that 
there are large quantities of provisons 
under cold storage in or near Jersey City. 
He asserted that he believed that as many 
as 100,000 crates of eggs, which had been 
brought from the West fn the season be- 
ginning last March, and 100,000 pounds of 
poultry, the first of which arrived about 
April, are thus stored away from the 
market. 


He has been informed, he said yester- 
day, that there are about 300 cold storage 
plants belonging to private individuals in 
New York, where the bulk of the com- 
modities belonging to the trust are held in 
refrigeration. The public plants, on the 
other hand, he believes contain little of 
this class of goods. 

In accordance with the subpoenas, Mr. 
Brady and Mr. Manchie appeared before 
the Grand Jury armed with the books of 
their firm. It is understood that they 
threw little light om the points which the 
people wished to bring out. When Mr. 
Brady’s examination was completed he 
gave an inyitation to the members of the 
Grand Jury to make a thorough examina- 
tion of Swift & Co.’s premises on Thurs- 
day, the day before the investigation is 
continued. 


Mr. Brady told the jurors that the plant 
was mainly used for the magufacture of 
Sausages and as a storehouse@*from which 
the local trade is supplied with beef, pork, 
lamb, poultry, and bottled eggs or egg- 
aline. A certain number of hams are 
cured there as well, but about two-thirds 
oF *he plant is given up to beef. 

Justice Francis J. Swayze of the Su- 
preme Court was in Jersey City yemter- 
day, and it was thought that the Grand 
Jury might hand up some indictments on 
the charge of conspiracy to restrain trade 
by holding back supplies for the enhance- 
ment of prices. It was decided to con- 
tinue the inguiry on Friday, when it is 
hoped that some other witnesses from 
the cold storage plants of the neighbor- 
hood may. be on hand. Prosecutor Garvin 
will visit Justice Swayze at his Newark 
home to-day to talk over the matter with 
him, and it is believed that he will charge 
the Grand Jury on the cold storage ques- 
tion on Friday. 

‘“*It is not ‘only for the people of New 
Jersey that we are looking into this,’’ 
Mr. arvin said, ‘‘ but for the sake of 
the United States Government, Any facts 
that we may develop will be entirely at 
the service of the Federal authorities.”’ . 

Meantime the Hudson County Grand 
Jury has not joined the beat boycott. 
it accepted last night the invitation 
of Peter Haucke, the brewer of Harrison 
Avenue, Harrison, to attend one of his 
beefsteak dinners. They are famous insti- 
tutions among county officials, and the 
jurors are reported to have had a good 
time. 

The Grand Jury investigation into the 
Milk Trust in New York continued yes- 
terday, John Laemmle, Secretary, and C. 
H. Beakes and William B. Conklin, Di- 
rectors of the Consolidated Milk Ex- 
change, being the witnesses. Inquiries 
among the wholesale dealers as to the 
‘effect of the meat boycott on the market 
were met with a rather grim smile ves- 
terday. The wholesale price of meat stif- 
fened yesterday, and the dealers pointed 
to the reports from the stockyards with 
an * i-told-you-so’”’ expression, 

** Looks a bit like a boomerang, don’t 
it?’’ remarked one. 

Lamb was reported up 1% cents, beef 
and pork each 1 cent, and mutton from 
% to 1 cent. To make things more cheer- 
ful Boston also took the opportunity to 
get a little more for its fish. Haddock 
jumped from 3% to 5% cents a pound, 
and cod went from 4% to 5% cents. 

But still more important in the eyes of 
the wholesalers are the Chicago stock 
yards reports. They seemedrto show that 
the word had gone forth from the Meat 
Trust to cut down the supply, or that the 
Western producer was not going to take 
any chances of forwarding his live stock 
to a dwindling market. Comparing the 
receipts of live stock at Chicago for MWn- 
day with the same day last week it was 
seen that prices ran righer, but the sup- 
ply had greatly fallen off. 

On Monday of last week the receipts 
of cattle were 27,600; this week only 18,000 
bead, though the price was reported steady 
and strong. Hogs, at 5 cents more on a 
strong market, had fallen from 36,000 to 
34,600, and sheep, though they were quot- 
ed from 10 to 15 cents increase, were 18,000 
instead of 23,000. This decline seems to be 
the result of the lowered prices of last 
week, when it was estimated that all 
classes of cattle dropped in price from 25 
to 40 cents, so that the best grades cleared 
only $7.70, instead of $8.25 to $8.30. 

Commenting on the situation, The Chi- 
cago Farmers and Drivers’ Journal points 
out that, with every break in the value 
of steers, the packers make larger profits. 
So much of their gain is now derived 
from by-products that they can regard a 
cut in the price of meat with equanimity, 
as its cheapness adds materially to their 
net profit from by-products. 

A cut in butter of 1 cent was reported 
yesterday, but this was put down by the 
trade entirely to the arrival of heavy 
shipments. A good quantity is in sight, 
and a still greater cut is expected in the 
next few days. The natural seasonal in- 
erease in the supply of eggs is on its 
Way, and a fall may be expected next 
week, but the appearance of the new 
crop is too slow to make a sudden change 
in price probable. 

Robert Price Bell, the ex-Special Dep- 
uty Attorney, who is starting a move- 
ment for the imposition of an export duty 
on all foodstuffs, declared yesterday that 
he was receiving encouragement from 
many quarters. 

“The question of the constitutionality 
of the duty has been raised,” he said, 
**but I have little doubt as to that. The 





Constitution only prohibits export duties 
between States, and Congress, 1 believe, 
has the tight to levy both import and ex- 
port duties. But even if the courts held 
that export duties are unconstitutional, I 
shall continue my agitation. The income 
tax was déclared. unconstitutional, and 
the people demanded an amendment. The 
cost of living is more important than the 
income tax.’ ' 

Mr. Bell is now consulting consular re- 
ports and Government statistics to ascer- 
tain the amount of meat sent to foreign 
countries. He was informed yesterday 
that what goes to England is of finer 
quality than the meat sold here, as it has 
to compete in London against the finest 
beef from all ever the world. 


SUFFRAGETTES SEE ALDERMEN. 








Urge Them to Pass Resolution for 
Cold Storage Investigation. 


The desire of the suffragettes to lend 
strength to the Aldermen in their resolu- 
titon to look into the cold storage busi- 
ness led yesterddy to an exciting few min- 
utes in the committee room of the Alder- 
manic Chamber, Alderman Joseph Schloss 
is a butcher by trade, and he made such 


strong remarks to the women that they 
were almost driven to appeal to the other 
men present to preserve them froin insult. 

The trouble arose through a misap- 
prehension on the part of President Mit- 
che]. When the suffragette organization, 
of which Mrs. Sophia Loebinger is the 
leader, telephoned to ask if they might 
appear before the board, he gave his 
consent, under the impresion that all they 
desired was to see him in his private 
office. When they turned up ihey expect- 
ed permission to address the board, and 
ii taxed the diplomacy ard strength of 
the united force of Sergeants-at-Arms to 
convince them that women were never 
permitted on the floor of the board. 

Aldermen Max S. Levin and John White 
came to their rescue, and obtained permis- 
sion from the chair for the admission of 
the women behind the rail which shuts off 
the reporters’ table. 

Alderman Frank Dowling then intro- 
duced an ordinance providing that every 
animal or fowl and every box containing 
provisions put in cold storage should be, 
tagged so as to show the date of recep- 
tion by the warehouse and date of re- 
moval, under penalty of a fine of from 
$5 to $50 for each offense. 3 

“That's going to tread on the toes of 
the Board of ealth,’”’ remarked Alder- 
man Schloss. “It will only make people 
hysterical, and the board ought not to 
touch it.”” . 

The ordinance was, in spjte of his oppo- 

sition, referred to the Committee on Laws 
and gislation. Then Alderman Bent, 
Vice Chairman of the board, brought in 
another resolution for the inspection of 
cold storage warehouses and other places 
where perishables are stored. 
“*]T don’t want to prophesy,” he de- 
clared, ‘‘ but I recall how the mobs of 
Paris in the Reign of Terror cried ‘ Food! 
Food !’ It*may be that, if we do 
not satisfy the people, great crowds will 
surround the sto @ warehouses in this 
city and will cry, ‘ Burn] Burn!’ ”’ 

The suffragettes, as they stood in the 
Aldermanic Chamber, were taken in 
charge by Larry Mulligan. He explained 
to them what the proceedings were 
about and then led them back to the com. 
mittee room. ‘There he saw Alderman 
Schioss talking to two or three others 
and remarked: 

‘‘He’s the man you want to see,” he 
said. ‘*‘ He’s a butcher.” 

Alderman Schloss was angry. 

‘‘ What the —— are you aoing? Do you 
take me‘for a —— fool? These women 
ought to be at -home minding their fam- 
flies. Do they take me for a fool?" 

“No,” remarked one of them as pleas- 
antly ag she could. ‘‘We don’t think 
you are, but we suppose you have the 
courage of your convictions.’’ 

“I don’t want to talk to any of the 
like “of you,’’ blustered the Alderman. 
“No woman can make an intelligent 
argument.”’ 

“Try us,’’ Mrs. Loebinger replied sweet- 
ly. ‘‘ Ask us an intelligent question—if 
you can.’’ 

“I won't talk to you, I tell you. What 
do you know about these things? I rep- 
resent the dealers, and it is to the dealers 
the consumers must look for their meat.’’ 

“T’d put it the other way," replied 
Mrs. Loebinger. “It’s to the consumers 
the dealers must look for their patron- 
age.”’ 

“Go home, I tell you, and get your 
husbands’ suppers.”’ 

*‘A nice home you'd make,” put In Mrs. 
Sophia Kremer. ‘‘ Using such language 
before strangers, what do you use to 
your wife?’ 

The women turned their back on the 
Alderman with the parting shot, “ You'll 
never get elected again.”’ 

“You bet he will,” retorted two men 
from the crowd which had gathered. The 
women retired up the room and held an 
indignation meeting, while Assistant Ser- 
geant at Arms McGlynn set himself to 
restore order. He had a hard task. He 
is less than five feet In height, but he 
had to put out a man at least twelve 
inches taller before quiet was restored. 
He was aided by Alderman Dowling, who, 
looking around the deserted board room, 
called on the chair to embody the force 
of Sergeants at Arms to drive the Alder- 
men back to their duties.

BROAD INQUIRY IN THE HOUSE. 


Pian as Outlined Calls for Thorough 
Investigation Into Cost of Living. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—An early start 
was taken to-day in getting under way 
the proposed investigation by the House 
Ways and Means Committee into the high 
cost of living. A resolution was intro- 
duced embodying the ideas of Mr. Payne 


and Mr. Clark of Missouri, who were 
appointed yesterday by the Ways and 
Means Committee to lay down a line of 
action in the matter, in which the basis 
was laid for a most exhaustive inquiry 
into the reasons for the prevailing high 
prices. The measure was referred to Mr. 
Payne's committee and will undoubtedly 
be reported back to the House for pas- 
sage before the end of the week. 

The resolution makes it plain that if 
the investigation falls short of getting the 
fundamental facts in the food cost situa- 
tion it will not be because of a Jack of 
authority to examine deeply. It vrovides 
for an inquiry into the be ae value of all 
the necessities of life, including clothing, 
fuel, furniture, meats, breadstuffs, ang 
provisicns generally, and implements used 
in the process of getting them to the final 
consumer. Wholesale and retail prices 
of these necessities will be learned end 
the rate of profit to those who sell and 
distribute them. A search will be made 
for the cause of ‘the increase in rrices. 
The charges that the existing tariff iaws 
are responsible for the present situation 
will be investigated, and data will be 
gathered as to the relation of these laws 
to the change in costs. 

The committee is empoyered to recom- 
mend such legislation as will, in its 
opinion, restore prices to a normal level. 
It is authorized by the provisions of the. 
resolution to extend its investigations to 
the situation in foreign countries; and in 
doing all this, it is to have full power to 
take testimony under oath, to administer 
oaths, and to compel the presence of wit- 
nesses and the production of pagers and 
records. All hearings are to be open to 
the public.

CROOKED BANKRUPT 
MUST GO TO PRISON 


Creditors Joined in the Success- 
ful Prosecution of Partners 
for Fraud. 








FORGERY IN THEIR BOOKS 





Misrepresented Their Assets to Credit 
Men and Finally Concealed 
$28,000 Worth. 





The first l conviction of a fraudulent 
bankrupt for forgery in this county was 
recorded yesterday when a jury returned 
to Judge Malone, in General Sessions, a 
verdict of guilty against Morris Taub and 
Louls Brown. The conviction was for 
forgery in the third degree. 


The conviction was procured by -the’ 


debtors, who lost not only a proffered 
settlement of 45 cents on the dollar, but 
nearly $5,000 disbursements in the prepa- 
ration of the charges. 

The convicted men were in business, un- 
der the name of Brown & Taub, as dry 
goods jobbers at 350 Canal Street. <A 
severe sentence is expected, since it ap- 
peared on the trial that the defendants 
were in jail for contempt because they 
had failed to disgorge $28,000 in concealed 
assets, as ordered by the Federal author. 
ties. Five to ten years in a State prison 
is the penalty. Several cases of a similar 
nature will now be pressed to trial. asa 
allied merchants are determined to put a 
stop to fraudulent bankruptcy. 

Assistant District Attorney John W. 
Hart, who prosecuted the case, Was as- 
sisted by Julius Henry Cohen and Charles 
P. Sanford, attorneys for George F. Bent- 
ley, the Trustee in bankruptcy; Allen R. 
Campbell, attorney for Harding, Whitman 
& Co., creditors; Mr. Cohen representing 
the Bear Mill Manufacturing Company 
and A. G. Hyde & Co., creditors, and ex- 
Assistant District Attorney William P. 
Bosler. 


The offense for which Brown and Taub 
were convicted is substantially the same 
as that for which Charles E. Morse was 
senténced to serve fifteen years in the 
Federal penitentiary at Atlanta, Mr. 
Cohen explained. They were found guilty 
of making false entries in their own books 
for the purposé of deceiving credit men 
into believing that they had assets of 
$52,000 in excess of their liabilities, when 
they were scarcely solvent. They had de- 
stroyed a previous set of bona fide books 
on Jan. 1, 1907, just one year and eight- 
een days before they went into bank- 
ruptcy. 

The testimony of J. Constan, an ac- 
countant of Newark, N. J., whom they 
employed, showed how the two partners 
had revealed their guilt by their suspicion 
of each other. Constan was called upon 
to audit the old books as well as to start 
the new set cf fraudulent records. His 
part tn the transaction was innocent, and 
the knowledge he gained thereby was of 
great value in procuring the conviction. 
William P, Myhan, credit man of the Bear 
Mill Manufacturing Company, and Thom- 
as P. Maguire, credit man of A. G. Hyde 
& Sons, also gave valuable testimony. 

Judge Malone occupied nearly two hours 
in his charge to the jury, explaining to 
them the importance of the case to the 
business community, and how necessary 
it was for business men in their dealings 
to rely upon credit statements. The jury 
retired about 5 o’clock, and returned a 
verdict of guilty at 8. 

Irving Gainsburg represented the pris- 
oners and submitted no testimony, rest- 
ing on the prosecution's case. Neither of 
the prisoners was allowed to testify in his 
own behalf. This, it was said, was due 
to the decision of their counsel that it 
would be unwise to permit their cross- 
examination on the reason of their impris- 
onment for failure to turn over the $28,- 
000 concealed assets of the bankrupt firm. 


Evidence Against Tracy & Co.Obtained 
Through Books of Other Firms. 


The Grand Jury, sitting for the Crimi- 
nal Branch of the Supreme Court, filed 
seven indictments yesterday as the reSult 
of, their investigation of the affairs of 
Tracy & Co., the Wall Street firm that 
failed on May 17 last for $1,500,000. No 
arrests were made, as it is understood 
that the indicted men are out of town, 
but their counsel, former Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gans, has promised to 
bring his clients here as soon as possible. 

On the ground that Edward G. Bene- 
dict, the receiver in bankruptcy, was a 
Federal officer, being appointed by a 
Federal Court, Judge Hand recently re- 
strained the District Attorney from issu- 
inw a subpoena for the books of she com- 
pany, at-that time in the possession of 
Mr. Benedict. 

This hitch in.the investigation was cir- 
cumvented, however, when Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Kindleberger illustrated 
the same story before the Grand Jury by 
the books of the various brokers with 
whom Tracy & Co. had had dealings. 

The members of the bankrupt firm were 
William W. Tracy, Frederick W. Parker, 
and Robert D. Covington. 





College Board Elects Dr. Mackenzie. 


The College Board of the Presbyterian 
Church yesterday elected the Rev. Robert 
Mackenzie, D. D. LL.D., a former Pres!i- 
dent of the board, Secretary to succeed 
the late Dr. James Stuart Dickson, who 


The College Board is the 
agency of the Presbyterian Church that is 
to co-operate with'its fifty-six denomi- 
national colleges in handling the bequest 
of the late John Stewart Kennedy.

First Case Under a New Statute That 
of Paul Trenka. 


After five minutes’ deliberation, a jury 
in General Sessions found Paul Trenka, 
a Hungarian, of 311 East Twelfth Street, 
guilty yesterday under a recently enacted 
statute, which defines as a misdemeanor 
the unlawful receipt of money for placing 
a woman in a disorderly house or any 
similar place. This was the first convic- 
tion under the statute, which provides a 
penalty of one year in the penitentiary 
and $500 fine. 

Judge Rosalsky gave it as his opinion

least ten years, .and that legislation 
should change the crime from a misde- 
meanor to a felony.

Wanda Boshka, 15 years old, of 544 
East Twelfth Street, was committed to 
the House of.the Good Shepherd by Jus- 
tice Deuel, in the Children’s Court. She 


was the first witness before the white 
slave Grand Jury, and her story of how 
Giuseppe Picone took her from her home 
led to the first conviction in the investi- 
gation, when Picone pleaded gullty to 
assault. 


20-YEAR SENTENCEFOR FLYNN 


Court Decrees That He Must Keep

James Flynn of 42 West End Avenue, 
who escaped a ten-year sentence in State

Mr. Hicks said that he could not discuss 
the details now, but would make a state- 
ment in a few days. It is understood that,

(Corporation, Minneapolis Cereal Gom- 
pany, incorporated; Fruen Wheat Food 
fand Milling Company, and the Minne-Paul 
Cereal and Milling Company. Other com- 
panies already included, it is said, are 
the Malta-Vita Food Company of Battle 
Creek, Mich.; the Pettijohn Pure Food 
Company, and the Iowa plants of the 
United Cereal Company of Chicago. 

In addition to the above, seven white 
flour mills in towns adjacent to Minneap- 
Olis will be merged into the new com- 
pany.

‘Prosecutor Refuses to Reveal 


Evidence He Says Would In- 
volve Innocent Persons. 





DEFENSE MOVES DISMISSAL 





Had Threatened to Show That War- 
riner Had Accomplices-——Judge to 
Rule on Motion To-day. 





CINCINNATI, Feb. 1.—Mrs. Jeannette 
Stewart Ford may be freed to-morrow 
from the charge of levying blackmail on 
Charles L. Warriner, defaulting local 
Treasurer of the Big Four Railroad. An 
unexpected turn to the woman's trial 
came this afternoon, when her attorney 
demanded the dismissal of the case on 
the ground that the Prosecuting Attorney 
refused to submit to the court a tran- 
script of the evidence given before the 
Grand Jury which indicted his client, The 
motion was taken under advisement by 
the court, and a decision will be rendered 
to-morrow morning. 

While decision is reserved, the Judge 
declared his belief that the point of the 
defense was well taken. On the other 
hand, Prosecutor Hunt declared that, 
whatever might be the result, he would 
refuse to give up the documents in ques- 
tion, as they might bring the names of 
innocent persons into the case, 

This move by Mrs. Ford's attorneys 
came as 4 surprise, following the declara- 
tion of the woman's lawyers that “*‘ War- 
riner was not the only guilty person in 
the $643,000 defalcation,” and that before 
Mrs. Ford's trial was concluded they 
would “‘ compel the revelation of his ac- 
complices.” 

Warriner, attired In his convict garb, 
resumed the witness stand at the con- 
tinuance of the tria] to-day. Under the 
most rigid -cross-examination he pre- 
served his demeanor of calm indifference, 
and again related the story of his rela- 
tions with Mrs. Ford. 

He said that on one occasion Mrs. Ford 
told him that she had just come from 
Chicago, where she had had a row with 
Edgar 8S. Cooke; that she was out of 
funds, and that she asked for money with 
which to pay her hotel bill. He said that 
he gave her $20 or $30, all that he had in 
his pockets. 

Letters from Mrs. Ford to Cooke were 
introduced, one of which, dated Feb, 5, 
1903, said: 

‘Saw Mr. W. to-day for the first time 
since I struck Cincy. Got some money 
from him to pay my hotel bill and for 
your birthday, but not enough to spare 


you a ten-spot besides.” 

Letters were also introduced to show 
Mrs. Ford's jealousy of Cooke’s wife. In 
these she referred to Mrs. Cooke in un- 
complimentary terms and accused her of 
interfering with the writer’s affairs. 


REMOVED BY McANENY. 


Borough President Ousts 102 Officials 
from His Department. 


Borough President McAneny of Man- 
hattan has begun the housecleaning he 
promised. He announced yesterday the 
removal of the seventy-five Corporation 
Inspectors and twenty-seven members of 
the clerical staff of the Bureau of High- 
ways. This is only the beginning of the 
three-hundred-thousand-dollar payroll cut 
which Mr. McAneny says he will make. 

Mr. McAneny announced some time ago 
that he intended to institute a thorough 


reform in the work done by the Corpora- 
tion Inspectors. He declared that ten or 
twelve competent engineers could do all 
the work to which the force of seventy- 
five men was assigned. These Inspector- 
ships were nearly all filled by Tammany 
henchmen.

All that was most neble in 
the ancient myth, all that stood as the 
workings of an inscrutable, inappeasabie 
power, is now brought down to the level 
of lust, of distorted human passion, of 
human hate. Elektra knows not the gods 
nor fate. She knows only herself and 
her revenge; and her part in the drama 
is one long, shrill cry for the day of ven- 
geance, her vengeance, to come. 
Whatever the effect of the spoken 
drama may be, that of Strauss’s setting 
has only at certain moments the direct 
and penetrating thrust of potent dramatic 
power. We have pictures of the uncanni- 
ly distraught Elektra, pale, haggard, with 
staring eyes, crouching, lurking in the 
palace yard, digging with her hands like 
a wild beast for the buried hatchet that 
killed her father; importuning and cajol- 
ing her sister, lashing her mother with 
ender words craftily hidden in meaning; 
meeting and: at length recognizing her 


her longed-tfor vengeance, breaking wildly 
into a *‘ nameless dance”’ in the intoxica- 
tion of her fearful joy, falling senseless 
at the end as the curtain closes upon her, 

We have the cries of Klytemnestra as, 
unseen, she meets her fate within the 
palace. For a moment Aegisthus appears 
at the window tearing at the curtains and 
shrieking for help as the avenging hand

Richard Strauss’s latest music drama, 
“ Biektra ’—a ‘‘tragedy in «ne act” it 
is called on the title page—based upon 
the play of Hugo von Hofmannsthal, was 
produced for the first time in America 
last evening at the Manhattan Opera 
House. The audience was very large. 
There was a widespread interest in tbis 
performance, as there was a year ago in 
Mr. Hammerstein's production of 
Strauss’s “*‘ Salome,’’ and three years ago 
in the production of the same work at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. The deed, 
upon all these occasions, was something 
beyond the usual achievements of the 
Opera houses, 

Enormous pains and study had been 
spent upon the preparation of “* Elektra,”’ 
for the demands it makes upon the par- 
ticipating singers, the orchestral play- 
ers, the conductor, as well as upon the 
nerves, patience, and pecuniary resources 
of the manager, are of the greatest. The 
Opera House was full last evening, and 
the new work was listened to with pro- 
found attention; though, lasting, as it 
does two hours without an intermission, 
and straining the conscientious listener's 
senses to the uttermost, it is an exhaust- 
ing experience, 

There were a couple of outbursts of ap- 
plause during the performance started by 
groups of misguided enthusiasts, But 
the audience as a whole waited to the 
end and then gave vent to enthusiastic 
Seger mg long continued. All the artists, 
Mr. de la Fuente, Mr. Coini, the stage 
manager, and finally Mr. Hammerstein 
were brought before the curtain to ac- 
knowledge this applause. The demonstra- 
tion was suddenly interrupted, however, 
by the swooning at the very footlights 
of Mme. Mazarin, the admirable inter- 
preter of Elektra, whose exacting task 
culminating in the wild dance at the 
close had been too much for her. 

Strauss’s choice of the subject for his 
latest production was quite on a par with 
his choice for *“*Salome.”” It is a treat- 
ment of an ancient theme in the sensa- 
tional spirit of what calls itself ‘*‘ mod- 
ern’”’; a spirit that Is morbid, neurotic, 
exaggerated. Von Hofmannthal’s “ Elek- 
tra,’’ produced in Berlin in 1903, excited 
the same sort of agitation as did Oscar 
Wilde's “‘ Salome.’ It made the same 
sort of appeal to the imagination of Rich- 
ard Strauss. He saw ir it the same sort 
of opportunity for his extraordinary mu- 
sical expertness; and he deliberately en- 
deavored to go beyond his former achieve- 
ment in piling up the effects of ‘‘ Elek- 
tra.” This, he himself avowed, should 
be a “Salome” rais€d to a higher power. 

Von Hofmanntha] took his theme from 
the ancient myth of the House of the 
Atridae, that had an important place in 
the work of the Greek tragedians: a story 
of crimes and black misfortunes. “ Elek- 
tra’”’ is eepecially concerned with the 
murder of Agamemnon by his wife 
Klytemnestra and her paramour Aegis- 
thus, and the avenging deed of his son 
Orestes, moved thereto by the sister, Elek- 
tra. The portion of the story that ap- 
pears in the German play and the Ger- 
man music drama was especially treated 
by Sophocles; and it is his tragedy that 
forms the prototype or at least the start- 
ing point of this work. 

The Greek tragedians made their dramas 
of blotd vengeance a manifestation of 
the inscrutable rule of Fate, blind, inex- 
orabie, from which there is no escape for 
mortais, vet which it is the duty and 
giory of the good to resist to the end. 
inextricably involved with these work- 
ings of Fate is the ancestral guilt of 
blood, continually reproduced and in-«suc- 
cessive generations punished anew. In 
their representation of this, even in their 
most exalted climaxes, there are a sinister 
zrandeur, simplicity, directness; the pow- 
er of dignity, of imposing personality, 
even in the crises of emotion and of 
azony. The modern poet puts himself as 
far as possible withoct the influence of 
the Hellenic spirit. His drama is a viv- 
idly lurid and passionate exposition of the 
working of convulsive emotions in the 
three diversely affected women, Elektra, 
Chrysothemis, Kliytemnestra. But Von 
Hofmiannthal’s drama is only a shred of 
the great canvas upon which the Attic 
dramatist painted his majestic and im- 
posing picture: a oes the very end 
of it all, upon which is shown not the 
development but only the baleful climax. 
Upon this he has concentrated all that the 
dramatist’s resources can command of 
the shrillest most violent, most extrava- 

ant utterance. His drama represents 
he nurtured hate, fanatical, demoniacal 
obsession by a fixed purpose of revenge, 
on the part of Elektra. 

That purpose is that Agamemnon shall 
be avenged by the death of Klytemnestra 
and Aegisthus, who slew him. Around 
that everything else in the drama re- 
volves, upon it all hinges. Chrysothemis 
stands at the opposite pole. She wishes 
to forget the murder, to be freed from 
the torment of its memory; she “ cannot 
sit and stare into the darkness” like her 
sister. Her fanatical obsession is the 
longing for a husband, for the happiness 
of wifehood and motherhood. Kliytem- 
nestra is beset by the ganwings and 
shuddering dread of a devouring con- 
science, the deadly fear of a guilty mind, 
that torment her in her dreams. Her 
eyelids are swollen and closed. She is 
bedecked with protecting amulets and 
charms. She feverishly seeks to know 
sacrifices and rites that will! free her, and 
is driven into a frenzy of rage and terror 
by Elektra’s goading words. Orestes ap- 
pears in the drama almost solely as the 
effective instrument to fulfill Flektra’s 
longing, &2d to her he is less a brother 
than an avenger. Aegisthus, himself the 
prey of a nervous terror, affriczhted at 
the glimpse of the first unfamiliar face 
in his palace, passes briefly across the 
stage, and comes upon it only to furnish 
the achievement of Elektra’s fixed pur- 


pose. 

And so this new Elektra is no longer 
an instrument of Fate, a woman sacri- 
ficed.to duty. She has become a blood- 





revenge. These long 
speeches give the musician endless oppor- 
tunity for his minute delineation, in tones 
and in orchestral color, of the changing 
shades of emotion and ore that run 
through them, but leave little opportunity 
for action on the stage. For long stretches 
in the first part of the drama the atten- 
tion of the listener is wearied by these 
;interlocutions, of which it is impossible 
_to hear and understand the words, and 
‘Of which the potent effect is soon blunt- 
ed and lost. In “Salome” something 
Ominous, disastrous, terrible, was con- 
tinually happening, or about to happen; 
and the feeling of the movement of events 
was communicated across the footlights, 
even if only in the sense of uneasy fore- 
boding, realized by the result. Whatever 
may be in other respects the compara- 
tive merits of these two, it is undeniable 
that *“‘ Elektra” is less dramatically ef- 
fective, that it makes more exacting de- 
mands upon the listener’s attention, 

The Strauss of “ Elektra,’’ however, Is 
the Strauss of *“‘Salome”’ and of the last 
Symphonic poems. His ideals and inten- 
tions are the same, his methods the same. 
The reservoir from which his musical in- 
spiration is drawn has neither broadened 
nor deepened. There may be a2 greater 
skill in the treatment of the musical ma- 
terial, a more adept manipulation of the 
complexities of texture in which the com- 
poser delights. But in its moments of 
greatest eloquence ‘‘ Elektra” scarcely 
rises to the splendors that mark the great 
climaxes of “ Salome.”’ 

The composer has gone to work in the 
same way, extending it, if that be pos- 
sible, into further complexities and a 
more bewildering maze of detail. The or- 
chestral score is a kaleidoscope of themes 
and thematic fragments, by which Strauss 
has endeavored to illustrate in the mi- 
nutest detail every utterance, every ref- 
erence, and allusion upon the stage, every 
action, every suggestion of passion, mood 
and motive. It is the Straussian principle 
carried to its ultimate limit, that every- 
thing can be expressed definitely and in- 
telligibly in musical terms. ere are, 
according to one commentator, forty-five 
themes employed in the work; according 
to another, thirty-one, But how poor and 
insignificant in themselves are these 
themes, for the most part the merest 
fragments and tatters; with how great 
difficulty recognizable or remembered as 
thematic material! Strauss, in his later 
works, has become more and more indif- 
ferent to the purely musical quality of his 
material, tu its potency for specifically 
musical development. e seeks only such 
as admits of plastic or picturesque devel- 
opment, superficial suggestion, all sorts 
of ingenuities in manipulation, combina- 
tion; bits that might serve for the pur- 
poses of a Chinese puzzle, or that could 
be poss together as a mosaic. 

The music is written with a more reck- 
less disregard for what has hitherto passed 
for tonal beauty and expressiveness than 
any other Strauss has produced. He puts 
his motives together with absolute un- 
concern as to harmony or the preserva- 
tion of tonality. It has been said that 
Strauss seems to seek for a sort of neu- 
tral tonality, in which all keys may be 
found at will. It is, in other words, the 
negation of euphony, the acceptance, for 
all purposes, of any kind of cacophony. 
The excited descriptions of the three dif- 
ferent tonalities in which he sonittimes 
writes at once, are only too true. Har- 
mony, as Strauss employs it, has little 
or nothing to do with the progressions, 
the discords, the dissonances that musi- 
cians have dealt with in all previous 
centuries. If he has a system by which 
anything whatever is excluded or any 
one combination of sounds seems prefera- 
ble to another, he has not made it known. 
‘* Elektra,”’ however, simply carries this 
tendency further than ‘‘ Salome” or the 
‘‘Symphonia Domestica.’’ 

He has employed in this opera, though 
more sparingly than in the past, a device 
which is quite familiar to students of his 
music; that of turning suddenly to some 
broad and simple, usually sentimental], 
melodic phrase in mellifluous harmonies, 
immediately after passages of his most 
excruciating dissonances. The unwary 
are led to exclaim: ‘‘ Ah! the beauty, the 
eloguence!”’ though the phrase may be 
of essential commonplaceness, and may 
make its effect only through the grateful 
rest it gives to tortured ears, Of such 
there may be recalled’ a brief passage at 
Elektra’s first appearance, her invocation 
to Agamemnon; the song of Chryso- 
themis, in which she expresses her yearn- 
ing for love; the appearance of Orestes and 
the scene of Elektra’s recognition of hjm 
—though this is of stronger fibre, emo- 
tionally more genuine—and finally, the 
scene between Chrysothemis and Elektra 
after the killing of Aegisthus. These are 
episodes, however; they have not the 
value of climaxes, nor of such a massive 
and eloquent development as forms the 
peroration in ‘‘ Salome.’’ 

Strauss clings even closer to the letter 
than the spirit in his dramatic illustra- 
tians, and he has again made his score 
teem with fantastic exaggerations of all 
sorts of verbal details. We hear in music 
the tinkling of Klytemnestra’s amulets, 
the slippery pool of blood is spoken of, 
and the orchestra gives a picture of it. 
The stroke of the axe that laid Agamem- 
non low has a theme of its own. Chryso- 
themis declares she longs to warm 4 child 
in her bosom on a stormy night, and the 
storm rages for a moment in the orches- 
tra. A herd of beasts is driven across 
the palace yard, destined for lytemnes- 
tra’s sacrifical rites, and thelr footsteps 
drag through the music. And there are 
a hundred such details. Strauss has let 

e escape him. 
nowhat athe this material and with his 
use of orchestral effect Strauss is able to 
create an atmosphere that, for want of 
another name, may be called musical, 
and impose the mood of the drama, is un- 
deniable. The extraordinary complication 
of this orchestral part is the instant re- 
flection of every aspect of the drama. In 
it Strauss’s wonderful technical skill is 
shown at its highest. The vast instru- 
mental apparatus is managed with an 
even higher certainty and potency of 
manipulation than anything he hs done 
before. In its own way, and as he wished 
it to. it ‘‘sounds.’’ Its sonorities, its tone 
colors, have often the u liness which is 
fittingly consorted with the musical sub- 
stance of the work. They give it its pre- 
cise expression in terms of orchestration. 
This orchestration often has a certain 
ameliorating effect, and gives even the 
crassest dissonances a kind of plausibility. 

When the composer falls into the 

broader euphony of the passages we have

just quoted the orchestral utterance even 
ennobles the often banal subject matter 
with which it is concerned. There are 
new effects of orchestral combination on 
almost every page. There are wonderful, 
mysterious colors, strange and subtle sug- 
gestions. There is an enrichment of the 
resources that may hereafter be com- 
manded by musicians who can penetrate 
Strauss’s secret. It would be idle to 
Suppose that after one or half a dozen 
hearings more than an inkling can be 
learned of these details. 

Much has been written about the over- 
whelming noise of this orchestration. 
Hither the reports have been grossly ex- 
aggeerated or Mr. de la Fuente has exer- 
cised a restraint of his own upon his 
forces. The orchestra in this perform- 
ance seldom crashes, seldom even over- 
powers the voices. It never offends by 
mere violence: of dynamics. The vocal 
parts are unsingable, as can well be im- 
agined. They have nothing melodic, noth- 
ing thematic, nothing that has any rec- 
ognizable outline even as musical decla- 
mation. As one critic has remarked, 
Strauss uses the voices merely for a 
kind of characteristic shouting. It is in 
itself of little or no expressiveness. It 
apparently might as well be anything 
other than what it is. 

Whether ‘* Elektra’’ is an addition to 
the production of modern art that will 
live is even more doubtful than the 
question as to ‘‘Salome.’’ Essentially 
deep, moving, or poignant the music al- 
most never is. Illuminative of deep pas- 
sion, dignified, or lofty it is not. Richly 
inspired and original in essence it is not. 
Inspiration is at its lowest point in it, 
technique, dexterity, mastery of material 
at their highest. That such a work can 
carry lasting conviction and impress it- 
self permanently upon the artistic sense 
of a period is scarcely credible. 

The performance was one of astonishing 
excellence and power; and it reflected 
the highest possible credit upon Mr. de 
la Fuente, whe directed it and who has 
molded all the forces under him: to the 
highest efficiency. The performance had 
the kind of finish and precision which 
only such efficiency can give. The or- 
chestra played with a fluency and unity 
that suggested nothing of the enormous 
complication and difficulty of the score. 
Mr. de la Fuente’s reading of it, as we 
have said, may be a subdued one, but it 
is wonderfully complete as he has con- 
ceived it. 

Admiration not unmixed with astonish- 
ment was called forth by Mme. Mazarin’s 
representation of Elektra. She has ap- 
peared several times in the regular rep- 
resentations of the season, but in nothing 
has she shown the dramatic power, the 
intensity of conception, or the manifold 
resources of interpretation that shine in 
this achievement of hers, She is a figure 
of strange and haunting horror; pale, 
with staring eyes, expressing in features 
and in every movement the frenzy that 
rules her being. She is the dominating 
force upon the stage at all times. In- 
deed, the moments are few when she is 
not there visible and active. 

The climax of it all is disclosed in that 
frenetic passage at the end, when her 
vengeance has been achieved by the death 
of Kiytemnestra and Aegisthus, and her 
fearful joy expresses itself in a wild, in- 
sensate Maenadic dance—a .dance that 
veritably makes the spectator’s§ flesh 
creep. In hardly a moment of this ex- 
traordinarily ee part does Mme. 
Mazarin fail to meet its demands. What 
she or any of the other characters do 
with their voices can’ hardly be called 
singing or judged as such. 

me. on as Chrysothemis, Mme. 
Gerville-Réache as Klytemnestra, Mr. 
Huberdeau as Orestes, and Mr. Duffault 
as Aegisthus all throw themselves suc- 
cessfully into the spirit of this piece and 
give performances that are significant in 
character and effective. 

The stage setting, unchanged through 
the opera, represents the gloomy walis 
of the palace courtyard: and the {fllusion 
of solidity is well conveyed. Indeed, there 
is little lacking to give a complete in- 
terpretation of Strauss’s creation. It is 
unquestionably another laurel in the 
crown Mr. Hammerstein has gained in his 
seasons at the Manhattan Opera House. 


“Elektra” to be Sung Twice Next Week 


“ Elektra”’ will be given twice at the 
Manhattan Opera House next week, on 
Monday evening and at the Saturday mat- 
inée. The cast will remain the same as 
at the performance last night, Including 
Mme. Mazarin in the title part. Mme, 
Tetrazzini will make her reappearance at 
the Manhattan after her absence on a 
concert tour next Wednesday night in

AID FROM CITY OFFICIALS

A concerted effort on the part of a num- 
ber of New York theatrical managers, 
with the help of the newly elected city 
officials, to end the abuses of the side- 
walk ticket speculators will be made to- 
morrow when a public hearing will be 
held in the Aldermanic chamber on the 


| two proposed ordinances introduced at 


the last session of the board by Alder- 
men Schloss and Becker ef Manhattan. 
Alderman Schloss represents Abe Gruber’s 
district. Of the two ordinances the one 
fathered by Alderman Schloss is by far 
the more stringent, and it will be on this 
that the speculators will concentrate their 
fight. It prohibits, under a penalty of 
fine and imprisonment, the sale of any 


theatre tickets whatsoever on the streets 
of the city. If it becomes operative the 
speculators will have to go out of busi- 
ness. 

Theatrical managers who are sincere 
in their desire to end what they term 
the nuisance of sidewalk speculators once 
for all are confident that the present city 
government will go farther to help them 
than any in the past. They hope to get 
Mayor Gaynor’s active co-operation. 
President Mitchel of the Board of Alder- 
men, they feel sure, is with them, and 
should either ordinance pass the board 
and go to the Mayor for his signature 
they say it will either put an end to the 
speculators at once or curb them so that 
their business will pass away. 


A Fight to the Finish. 


There were many indications yesterday 
that both the speculators and the man- 
agers realize that the present fight is to 
be to the finish. With the passing of 
Little Tim Sullivan and his influence in 
the Board of Aldermen the speculaors 
feel that they have lost their stanchest 
friend and ally, while the managers as- 
sert that the main obstacle to their ef- 
forts in the past has been removed. 

This fight against the speculators was 
precipitated when Alderman Schloss in- 
troduced his resolution for an ordinance 
wiping out the speculators entirely. It 
read: * 

It shall be unlawful for any person to 
sell, or offer for sale, for any price what- 
soever, in any street or thoroughfare of the 
City of New York, any ticket or card of 
admission to any theatre, opera house, con- 
cert hall, or place of public exhibition or 
amusement. Any person guilty of a viola- 
tion of this ordinance, or any part thereof, 
shall, upon conviction before a City Magis- 
trate, be punishable by a fine not exceed- 
ing $10, and in default of paying any fine 
thus imposed may be committed to the city 
prison roe exceeding ten days, each day of 
imprisonment to be taken as a liquidation 
of $1 of the fine. The ordinance shall take 
effect immediately. 

Alderman Becker’s proposition was to 
charge each speculator $200 a year for a 
iicense and not to allow him to operate 
within two hundred feet of a theatre. 
The pena.ty is $25 fine or imprisonment. 

Alderman Dowling, the Tammany lead- 
er, presented another ordinance at yes- 
teraay’s session of the Aldermen. It pro- 
vides for a license fee for all ticket 
speculators of $500 for the first year and 
$250 for each renewal. It also calls for 
the filing of a bond of $2,000. The lIcense 
balige must be worn plain view and 
the speculator must not stand within ten 
feet of the entrance to the theatre. 

Violations are to be considered misde- 
meanors under the law and the Mayor 
is given the power of revocation of a H- 
eense for any cause he deems sufficient. 
|The three ordinances are in the hands 
of the Law Committee, 

When the public hearing {s opened to- 
inorrow tho speculators, who are organ- 
ized under the name of the New York 
Theatre Ticket Speculators’ Association, 
will be represented by laweyrs, while 
severai theatrical managers who really 
desire to exterminate the speculators, 
will be on hand. The managers will argue 
for the Schloss ordinance, as they think 
that the best remedy is to abolish the 
speculators entirely. Failing in this, they 
will ask the Aldermen to pass an or- 
dinance making the license of each specu- 
lator not less than $1,000 a year. By 
forcing them to pay a high license they 
hope to wreatly decrease the number of 
speculators, 


Worse This Year Than Last. 


Marc Klaw of Klaw & Erlanger nada 
been the rnost active manager in the fight 
against the speculators, and when it 
became known that another effort was on 
foot this year to take up the matter he 
was appealed to to lead the fight again. 
tie was not entnusiastic, however, for his 
efforts last year amounted to nothing. 
At the public hearing on the subject be 
fure the Board of Aldermen @ year ago 
last December, Mr. Klaw wanted the 
ordinance that was then proposed kept 
Scparate from the one aimed against the 


selling of tickets in hotels and other 
places besides theatres. In case the courts 
reversea one ordiance, he argued, the 
Jther would still be safe. The ordinance 
was finally signed by Mayor McClellan, 
but an Assistant Corporation Counsel 
gave it as his opinion that the courts 
wouldn’t sustain the ordinance and that 
even the taking out of a license wasn't 
necessary. The decision disgusted tbe 
managers, who were sincere in their ef- 
forts to regulate the speculators, and 
made the situation worse than it has ever 
been in the history of the city. Specula- 
ters sprung uv like mushrooms, and soon 
the street in front of every theatre was 
blocked with them. The situation has 
been getting worse each month, until 
now several] managers have started »sut 
to regulates it on their own account. 
‘Our efforts met with such disaster last

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thing in my power to bring about this 
condition, but what is the use if our in- 
terfering is only going to make matters 
worse as it did last year? The ordinance 
that was drafted last year was a good 
one.in every particular.

Against Hotel Agencies Also. 
*““My theory of the scheme of curbing 
the speculators was to have a separate 
ordirance against the selling of tickets in 
hotels) I want to see the whole system 





speculators abolished, and I will do every- 





abolished, but I knew if the two ordi- 


nances were grouped and the hotel agen- 
cies got a favorable decision from the 
courts, the sidewalk men would profit ex- 
actly the same. I cannot speak for all 
the theatrical managers, of course, but I 
do know that the majority are in favor of 
abolishing the nuisance altogether. If 
they cannot be abolished, then I am in 
favor of some method of establishing a 
fs license so that only a few will be 
able to operate. The nuisance is growing 
from bad to worse, and something will 
soon have to be done. It its a mistaken 
notion that it profits the theatre manager 
to stand in with the speculators. On the 
contrary, at times it results in a decided 
loss of money. When we have a big 
success it is no trouble for us to get rid 
of our seats, but ofttimes the speculators 
are stuck with blocks of them after the 
performance has begun. These are of- 
fered for less than the speculators paid 
for them, with the result that there is 4 
loss all around. Moreover, there is no 
way to keep the speculators from buying 
all the seats they want. They 7 their 
friends to buy for them or even strangers, 
and there is no way for the man in the 
box office to tell who his customer is. If 
we have the speculators watched and re- 
fuse to accept the tickets at the door, it 
only results in disagreeable scenes that 
are offensive to our other patrons. At the 
same time it is not right for a theatrical 
manager, who already is taxed a big li- 
cense to have, to pay for protection which 





jthe city owes him. 


‘‘T am not in favor of a plan to keep 
the speculators a certain distance from 
the theatre entrances. It only puts the 
nuisance ‘in front of some other place of 
business. The best thing to do is to abol- 
ish the speculator entirely, and the next 
best thing is to make the license fee so 
high that only a few can engage in the 
business. I hope the new ordinance will 
go through, and I hope the new city of- 
ficials will realize what we managers are 
up against and let the courts settle the 
subject.’’ 


Argwument of the Speculators. 


G. J. Duncan, President of the New 
York Theatre Ticket Speculators’ Asso- 
ciation, said yesterday that he was in 
favor of a scheme to make the speculat- 
ors pay a large license fee. © 


“It is not our fault,’’ he said, “if a lot 
of irresponsible persons have made con- 
ditions intolerable on the streets. 
members of our association are willing to 
pay a good stiff fee and keep the bus!i- 
ness on some kind of a businesslike basis. 
It wasn't a victory for us last year when 
the Corporation Counsel’s office did 
away with licenses altogether. It sim- 
ply resulted in our business being fiood- 

with voung men with a few doilars to 
invest who brought discredit upon the 
older and more respectable oe Of 
course, we are going to fight 
against the ordinance prohibiting us do- 
ing business altogether, and I do not be- 
lieve such an ordinance will ever hold in 
2 court of law. We will meet the man- 
agers half way and we will do everything 
Wwe can to co-operate with them. But, if 
they attempt to drive us out of business, 
they will only find that they will be de- 
feated again, as they have always been 
in the past.”’ 

While the fight {s going on among the 
Aldermen and the theatrical managers, 
one of the latter, William Morris, has set 
out to solve the problem for himself. He 
engaged a number of watchers to follow 
those persons who bought tickets from 
speculators into the American Music Hall 
and inform the doorman. These tickets 
were refused. It resulted in driving the 
speculators plying their trade in front 
of his theatre out of business within one 
week. 


No Speculators at This 


“Any theatrical manager who is on 
the level can stop the speculator nuis- 
ance without any more laws or ordi- 
nances,” sald Edward L. Bloom, general 
manager for Mr. Morris, yesterday. “* We 


have worked out the scheme here to per- 
fection. Last Saturday night there were 
So many speculators in front of the 
American Music Hall that our patrons 
could hardly squeeze through into the 
theatre. The nuisance got so bad that 
we determined to take matters in our 
own hands instead of waiting for the 
other managers to act. When @ specu- 
lator’s ticket was presented at the door 
the holder was denied admittance. When 
he asked what redress he had we told 
him to go to the speculator and get his 
money back. In several cases, when the 
money was refused, the victim had the 
speculator arrested. 

‘“The law provides that speculators 
must not come within 200 feet of the 
lobby, and that they mustn’t obstruct 
the sidewalk. When we started our fight 
we appealed to Capt. Lahey and Inspector 
McClusky for assistance.: They replied 
that they didn’t think we were on the 
level, but after watching us a couple of 
days they changed their minds and now 
they are giving us all the assistance we 
need. When the speculators found that 
we wouldn’t accept their tickets they 
went elsewhere. Now there isn’t one in 
front of our place. We have cleaned them 
all out, and any other manager can just 
as easily do the same. Of course, we want 
an ordinance that will do away with the 
nuisance, but if none is passed we are 
going to keep on doing just what we are 
at present, no matter if it takes a vear. 
The best kind of an ordinance will be 
one abolishing the speculators entirely. 
We do not care so much about doing away 
with the selling of tickets in hotels, but 
we are determined to stamp out the traf- 
fic in front of our own theatre. Any 
manager who says that he cannot keep 
the speculators from doing business in 
front of his theatre is standing in with 
the parse washigy It can be done, and we 
are showing how.’’

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THE TASK OF THE SENATE. 

The presentation of the formal charge 
of Senator Concer against Senator 
ALLDs should make it practically sure 
that a searching investigation will be 
had. This will be all the more impera- 
tive since it is shown, as related in our 
Albany dispatches Monday morning, 
that the bill which is supposed to be 
the measure for the defeat of which it 
is charged that money was paid actu- 
ally was killed on the day that Senator 
CONGER declares that the payment was 
made, and was killed through the in- 
strumentality of the Rules Committee, 
of which Senator ALLDS was an im- 
portant member. 

It will be noted that the charge by 
€enater CONGER covers severa) points. 
He says that the money was “ received 
and accepted by” ALtips; that this 
was done in his presence at the Capi- 
tol; that the money was not only paid 
to and accepted by ALLps, but that it 
was demanded by him, and was de- 
manded, paid, and accepted “as the 
consideration for his having refrained 
from pressing to passage a certain bill 
pending” before the Assembly. Not 
only are these statements specific, but 
they logically and directly open up a 
considerable field of investigation 
which the Senate cannot refuse to en- 
ter on. With the definite statements of 
Senator CoNGER before them the Sena- 
tors must necessarily inquire what was 
the bill referred to; what was its his- 
tory, object, and effect; who was the 
person that pajd the money; how 
CoNnGER came to be present; what were 
the circumstances of his own conduct 
that made it possible for the parties to 
such a transaction to carry it on in his 
presence, and generally what was the 
situation at Albany at the time as 
illustrated by this transaction. And 
this comprehensive inquiry should be 
conducted, not simply to ascertain the 
single fact whether ALups received the 
money CONGER says that he received, 
and as a bribe: but also what was his 
conduct in the premises, and how far 
he is qualified or disqualified in con- 
nection therewith for the responsible 
post of leader of the majority in the 
Senate. A merely technical defense 
and a vague 4ecision will not clear the 
honor of the Senate, which is the real 
matter at issue, 
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OTHER PEOPLE’S MONEY. 

It ts a pleasure and duty to support 
the suggestion of the State Water Sup- 
ply Commission that New York should 
adopt some definite policy of dealing 
with its water powers now going to 
waste. They ought to be developed by 
either public or private enterprise, and 
the State has never enacted such laws 
as other States have found adapted for 
In New York there {fs 
no way by which individuals or cor- 
porations can condemn lands wanted 
for reservoir purposes, and the Com- 
mission suggests that perhaps a consti- 
tutional amendment may be necessary. 
Otherwise these preventives of floods 
and creators of power will either lie 
undeveloped or be developed in a hap- 
hazard and uneconomic manner. No 
harm can come from taking action of 
the character indicated. Wise legisia- 
tion costs nothing, and should be had 
if it cost much. If it were truly wise 
it would cost more to go without it 
than to provide it, whatever its cost. 

More deliberation should be had re- 
garding the Commission’s suggestion 
that the State go into the water power 
business. The Commission estimates 
that power worth $15,000,000 is going 
to waste yearly. It is a solemn thought 
that this has been going on since water 
ran. In only a thousand years the 
State would waste fifteen Dillions of 
dollars. In a community where it is 
necessary to lock up valuables, and 
where locks are inadequate protection 
against the talent which knows how 
to acquire in lawful methods what it 
covets, the idea that so much vatuable 
property is lying out o’ nights calls for 
stalwart powers of belief. We would 
not contradict the Commission, but we 
would examine closely its proposal that 
the State should develop the Sacandaga 
River power at a cost of $4,650,000. 

The Commission’s calculation is that 
the necessary works would earn their 
cost in fifty years. To expend millions 
and get them back again after fifty 
years is a different proposition from 
saving forthwith $15,000,000. The pol- 
icy is to be carried out, it appears, only 
by an investment or by a speculation 
in water powers. We doubt that the 
State would do as well in this as pri- 
wate enterprise. Instead of expending 





millions ourselves, and allowing our 
descendants to acquire the Sacandaga 
River dam and power site, we would 
rather see the State give these valu- 
ables to whoever would work them un- 
der contract and bond to deliver them 
over to the State at the expiration ef 
the Commission’s caloulafed period. If 
nobody could be found to take the con- 
tract we should doubt the accuracy of 
the calculations. It would seem to us 
a sort of “fool’s gold.” We are much 
given nowadays to estimating other 
people’s profits and condemning them 
as excessive. And we aiso like to roll 
up hypothetical profits to be made by 
the investment of tax money. It is bet- 
ter to be slow and sure than sorry. 








DIVIDING THE POLE. 

Capt. BERNIER, @ gallant officer of 
Canada, who has not been to the north 
pole, recently propounded here a plan 
for dividing the “ big natih’-among six 
nations bordering on the Arctie Circle. 
He will make it seven nations if the 
United States will join the group. In- 
asmuch as everything north of th 
northern border of the United States 
belongs to Canada, as Canadiafis think, 
the invitation {is generous on the part 
of the Captain, and it may bea taken 
into consideration when it reaches the 
United States through the British For 
eign Office. But there will be some 
difficulty about it. 

Americans think that it would have 
been more suitable if such invitations 
were issued by the present proprietor 
of the pole, the only man who has ever 
visited the property which Capt. BrR- 
NIER would subdivide. But thera are 
greater obstacles ahead for the Cap- 
tain. One of his seven nations fis Can- 
ada, and Canadians are saying that it 
is no such thing. Speaking in the Do- 
minion House of Commons after the 
invitation reached Ottawa, the member 
for Victoria and Haliburton reminded 
the Captain 

that Canada ts not yet a nation, but a 
part of the British dominions, and 
that Canada intends remaining so, and 
that the expression that ‘‘ Canada is 
another nation’’ or that Britain is 
another nation separate from Canada, 
is inapplicable to the actual condl- 
tion. 

The Captain’s own country having 
declined his invitation, and the invita- 
tion being of doubtful attraction to the 
United States, and the other five na- 
tions not having manifested any inter- 
est, the matter may be regarded as 
laid on the table. 








ON THE TRAIL. 

The members of Congress who are 
bringing in bills to suspend for a year 
the duties on imported meats evidently 
have struck the trail of one of the 
causes of the high cost of Ilving. The 
gentleman who proposes in addition to 
start a movement for export duties on 
meats is apparently inspired more by 
a sense of justice than by economic 
considerations. Any such extreme meas- 
ure would tend to promote tariff con- 
tests, and what we need, in the present 
situation, and ought at all times to 
have, is the greatest possible freedom 
of exchange in all the necessaries of 
dally life. 

It {s a curious fact that the taxes on 
competition in food were originally a 
bye-product of the scheme for the pro- 
tection of the privileged manufacturers. 
At the time that they were first levied 
they had, and could have, no effect, 
direct or indirect, on the profits of 
American; producers or the cost of liv- 
ing to American consumers. They were 
invented as a bait to the farmers to 


induce them to accept the general plan. }. 


There were, it is true, certain local 
interests on the borders of Canada and, 
to a less extent, on the borders of Mex- 
ico, where there was some competition 
from our neighbors, but these, in com- 
parison with the vast total of produc- 
tion throughout tke country, were in- 
significant. They merely furnished con- 
venient and attractive ¢ases for the 
protectionists to cite to show that the 
blessings of arbitrary taxation were 
distributed through al! classes. This 
plea, together with the specious plea 
that protection to manufacturers made 
a good market for the farmers’ prod- 
ucts, proved very effective with the 
fermers, and, until guite recent times, 
they have been the most steadfast sup- 
porters of the system of taxing our- 
selves into prosperity. 

Of course the primary appeal of the 
protectionists is to men as sellers. As 
practically all men have commodities 
or services to sell, the promise of high 
prices for what they offer is enticing. 
The prices of what they have to buy 
are really as important, but their im- 
portance is not so obvious. The things 
bought are numerous and varied; often 
no detailed account is kept of them; 
the cost of them is not analyzed and 
compared, while the prices of things 
sold are intimately and continuously 
watched and studied. Bvery one in 
business knows his revenue from it, 
and the known expense of conducting 
it more or less accurately, but very 
few know exactly the expense of living 
in detail. At present it happens that 
the expense of living has increased in 
s0 marked a fashion that men—and 
women—are impelled to examine it 
more carefully and to trace its various 
elements and the facts affecting it. 

One of these facts, beyond all ques- 
tion, Is our absurd taxation of imported 
food products. With the wonderful in- 
crease in our population and the 
marked tendency toward concentration 
in the cities and with the backward 
agricultural methods that have pre- 
vailed, our consumption of food has 
advanced much more rapidly than our 
production, has in some branches over- 
taken it, and threatens distinctly to 


are beginning to see that it ts sheer 
madness to increase the cost of food 
by artificial barriers against the sup- 
ply, from what source soever it can be 
got. The demand for the removal of 
such barriers is all the more intense 
because the people now know that be- 
hind them powerful monopolistic com- 
binations have been formed and main- 
tained. It is a good sign to see Con- 
gressmen of both parties proposing the 
suspension of taxes on food, but the 
least that justice and common sense 
dictate is that they should be entirely 
and forever abolished. 





THE CORPORATION TAX RETURNS. 
Some corporations, we understand, 
have been advised by counsel to make 
no returns of net income for the year 
1909, as required by the corporation 
tax law. That the legal aliviser of a 
corporation should take the respons!i- 
bility of-giving such advice must be 
accepted as evidence of a very strong 
conviction that the law will be declared 
unconstitutional. 
. The returns of net income are re- 
quired by the act to be filed with the 
Collector of Interna] Revenue on or 
before the first day of March. Corho- 
rations filing returns will be notified 
on or before the first day of June of 
the assessment levied upon their in- 
come, and the tax must be paid on or 
before the 80th day of June. Refusal 
to make the return required is pun- 
ished by a rather heavy penalty. In 
the first place, 50 per centum ts added 
to the tax. Beyond that, the corpora- 
tion thus refusing- to obey the law 
“shall be liable to a penalty of not less 
that $1,000 and not exceeding $10,000.” 

The Supreme Court has announced 
March 14 as the date for the hearing 
in the actions brought to test the con- 
stitutionality of the act. As the re- 
turns must be filed on or before March 
1, the penalties for refusal will be in- 
curred before anybody can know the 
decision of the court. Corporations re- 
fusing to file the returns must take 
their chances. 

It is to be observed that the real, the 
chief purpose of this dishonest statute 
will have been achieved when the re- 
turns are filed, even though subse- 
quently the statute be declared uncon- 
stitutional and the tax never collected. 
That this is not a revenue measure, 
that the motive for its enactment was 
not revenue, was mada perfectly evi- 
dent when the tax imposed was re- 
duced from 2 to 1 per cent. 
it was frankly avowed that one of the 
purposes of the act was to enable the 
Government to secure a greater control 


Moreover, 


over the corporations by acqulring in- 
formation as to their affairs, their 
profits, and their management. That 
information it will acquire when the 
returns are filed, and the corporations 
may be very sure that, when once they 
have placed in the hands of the In- 
terna] Revenue Collectors a statement 
of their business for the year 1910, the 
document will be retained and never 
returned to them. The returns filed 
under the last unconstitutional Income 
tax were never returned, but were kept, 
as everybody belleved wrongfully, by 
the officers of the Government. 

Of course, everybody knows that 
when the assessments have been ma(ie, 
“the returns, together with any cor- 
rections thereof which may have been 
made by the Commissioner, shall ba 
filed {n the office of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, and shall constl- 
tute public records, and be open to In- 
spection @s such. 
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A PERIL TO THE SICK. 
(An evil more dangerous, because more 
insidious, than that of patent nostrums 
lies in the fact that the drugs called 


— ee 


for in the prescriptions of doctors in 
the United States may be, and. often 
are, of unknown quality, not to be 
relied upon to cure sickness and to 
prevent death. 

This is a severe, even a sensational, 
statement. We wish it were not true. 
But it ts the testimony of Dr. HEenrRY 
KRAEMER Of Philadelphia, a member of 
the Committee on Revision of the 
United States Pharmacopoela, an em- 
inent pharmacognosist, whose authority 
on the constituents of drugs regularly 
employed in medicine in this country 
is unassailable. The American Drug- 
gist of Jan. 24 prints Dr. KRAmMER’sS 
recent address the City of 
Washington Branch of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, in which 
he observes that “about 7O per cent. 
of the articles included in the United 
States Pharmacopoela are vegetable 
drugs”; that the Pharmacopoela not 
only lacks definitions and descriptions 
of the official vegetable drugs adequate 
to establish their identity and effi- 
‘ciency, but that we in this country 
‘“‘are more or less indifferent to the 
nature of the drugs which we employ.” 
This has been the case since 1890, when 
last the descriptions and standards in 
the Pharmacopoela were properly re- 
vised. Moreover:

That this condition, or worse, still 
prevails, is shown by the expressed 
desire to eliminate standards for 
crude drugs. 


The bare statement of this “ ex- 
pressed desire ’’ is sufficent to brand its 
proclaimers with infamy. It is hardly 
necessary for Dr. KRAzMER to add: 


Tt is not reasonable to suppose or 
‘ believe that a good fluid extract or 
tincture can be made from a poor 
drug any more than to suppose that 
good malt can be prepared from a 
poor quality of barley grains or a good 
extract of beef from a poor quality 
of meat. : 


He continues: 


If there {s any elass of articles itn- 
cluded in the Pharmacopoela which re- 
quire a purity rubric it {is the vege- 





surpass it. In these conditions people 


table drugs, as they vary in medl- 
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cinal activity from practically zero 

up to 99 per cent. 

Such variation is, of course, unpardon- 
able—criminal. He says further: 

There appears to me to be no reason 

why the whole subject of the pur- 
chase and gale of vegetable drugs 
should not at least be on as satis- 
factory a basis ag that of spices and 
food products. -* * * Why shall 40,000 
druggists be worrled about gross adul- 
terations and admixtures when these 
can for the most part be detected at 
the point where the drugs enter com- 
merce, and where such pressure can 
be brought to bear upon the collectors 
abroad as well as in this country as 
will cause them to remedy deficiencies 
in their knowledge of the drugs or 
plants from which they are derived 
and prevent continued carelesnessa in 
their collection? 

What sinister and baleful influences 
are at work in the Committee on Re- 
vision of the United States Pharma- 
copoeia which prompt Dr. KrarmprR to 
protest against the passage of resolu- 
tions “which would tend to bind the 
hands of the Sub-Committeeon Pharma- 
cognosy, and prevent them from doing 
their best work” in providing stand- 
ards of quality for drugs administered 
at the sick beds of this Nation? Why 
the “expressed desire” to eliminate 
standards? Why the opposition from 
The Amertcan Druggist, the very 
periodical that prints this arraignment 
by Dr. Kramuapr of the official system 
of standardizing drugs, against the 
standardization of all drugs prescribed 
by the various schools of physicians for 
the healing of the sick? 

These questions demand an answer. 
And in their answering may be found 
the answer to that other question— 
why the people, as a whole, are losing 
faith in drugs and the profession of 
medicine {s dwindling.

When * Widower ”’ 
wrote to us about his 
dreadful experience 
with servants and told 
how an endless proces- 
sion of women incompetent, vicious, or 
criminal had passed rapidly through his 
house without his ever having found the 
‘jewel’ that shines so brightly in do- 
mestic legend, he claimed sympathy for 
his astonishment that the good pay, with 
the go»1 rood, good room, and good treat- 
ment he offered, did not attract even one 
efficient and self-respecting worker. And 
the sympathy came in letters from many 
people who had been through experiences, 
not quite so bad as his, but more or less 
like them. 

Yet his famillar arguments prove in 
vain that for women domestic service is 
safer and more profitable than empley- 
ment in shops and factories is for thé ma. 
jority. The arguments are true, but they 
do not tell the whole story—they {f{gnore 
entirely a side of The quéstion which was 
wéll brought out by a correspondent 
whose letter we printed yesterday. Its 
writer began by asking ‘‘ Widower” if 
he would have considered the ** place ”’ 
on the advantages he expatiated so en- 
thuslastically a desirable one for his own 
daughter—whether he thought that in it 
her honesty, capability, and loyalty would 
bring the same sécial recognition that the 
sams traits earn for any other class of 
workingwomen, 

To this Inquiry there ts but one answer 
—they would not. Despite them all, she 
could associate on an equality only with. 
hopelessly uncongenial people, In condl- 
tions the most humiliating. The remedy 
suggested was to make domestic service 
a classified, skilled industry, with definite 
and limited hours of work and the stigma 
of social inferfority removed—a suggestion 
which is of no value whatever, since it 
merely puts the old problem in new 
words, The thing can’t be done. The 
work of the house servant is honorable, 
is necessary, but it is menial, and it will 
never attract those whom a menial posi- 
tion does not content. The place in the 
shop or the factory is preferred for the 
excellent reason that it is better in the 
one thing that counts for those with any 
trace of gocial ambition in their mental] 
make-up. 


“ Widower ” 
Gets 
an Answer. 


It seems almost unbe- 
lievable that the State 
of South Carolina, rig- 
idly conservative as its 
people are, should have 
kept on its statute books till this day a 
law as utterly abominable, as brutally 
mediaeval, as is the one which lets a 
husband put his minor children in the 
custody of “any persons.’’ This permis- 
sion, ag it stands, is without qualification. 

No matter how bad the father or how 
good the mother, he its allowed, if he 
choose, to deprive her of all care or 
oversight over them, and “any person ”’ 
to whom he gives them, no matter what 
the character of those persons may be, 
acquire all parental rights over them 
until they attain their majority, and if 
they please may refuse the mother the 
right even to see them. Such a refusal

does not have to be based on any un- 


worthiness in her. Fatherhood counts for 
everything, motherhood for nothing, under 
this atrocious statute, and the amazing, 
thing is that in the year 1910 a United 
States Senator should have accepted and 
tried to exercise such a delegation of 
power to himself from @ son. 

South Carolina, by another exercise of 
its determination to ignore the general 
tendencies of the age, grants divorce for 
no cause whatever, As divorce does not 
break marriage, but simply gives formal] 
recognition to the fact that marriage has 
been broken and has ceased to exist, the 
position of the State in this matter is in- 
deed a curious reason for the pride so 
often expressed at her difference from 
States that grant divorce for trivial 
causes. One extreme is quite as bad as 
the other, and when the refusal of divorce 
on any ground its combined with the the- 
ory that a father, any father, has in his 
children a property right unshared by 
the mother, and that, regardless of her 
wishes or protests, he can dispose of them 
as he will, the very limit of barbarity and 
stupidity would seem to have been reached 
in the way of retaining laws against the 
wisdom and justice of which the civilized 
world long since decided.

puntil they gave up their plan. Curiously 
enough, the Beef, Sugar, and Biscuit 
Trusts, the biggest and most often de- 
nounced of the trade combinations, did 
not join in this truly ‘‘ miserable”’ con- 
spiracy, and throughout the war on the 
co-operative guild continued to sell it at 
regular wholesale prices all the goods it 
wanted to buy. 

Just what the lesson of this episode is 
it would be hard to-say, but thé revelation 
does more than hint that, improbable as 
it is that the big trusts are void of all 
offense in the raising of prices, Secretary 
WILSON was right in saying that they 
are not entirely to blame for our woes. 
The chances are that when the big fel- 
lows advance prices a cent the little ones 
not infrequently make it an excuse for 
putting on an extra dime.

FASHIONABLE PHOTOGRAPHERS. 








They Charge a Good Deal for Thelr 
Portraits. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe TIMES of Tuesday appears an article 
on the prices of photographs signed ‘‘ J. I.,’’ 
and, apparently, indorsed by THp TiIMps in a 
subhead reading: ‘‘ All Depends on the Skill 
and Quality They Display.’’ I object. ‘“*J. 1.” 
compares the prices of photographs with those 
of clothes, saying that a suit may be had for 
$75 or for $10. That is true enough, but a 
child ¢an detect the difference, whereas an ex- 
pert can hardly detect the difference between 
photographs at $10 and $75. Even if the dif- 
ference were plainly apparent, $75 is not to $10 
as $10 Is to 20 cents-—-the prices of photographs 
and ,.enlargements, as noted in my previous 
communication. Speaking of these enlarge- 
ments, another photograph man to whom I 
went to have the work done assured me solemn- 
ly that he had to send the work away ané it 
could not possibly- be done for less than 69 
cents; still another asked 50 cents, doing the 
work himself. Later a friend of mine who had 
a lot of enlarging to do told me that he sent 
his away and had it done for 15 cents—size 
8 by 10, mounted. Of course the people charg- 
ing 15 cents were not doing a business at a 
loss, so we have a cost under 13 cents. How 
far under I cannot say. 

Getting back to the straight photograph, I 
saw the other day a photograph, 6 by 7, of one 
of the most distinguished Mterary men in this 
country, known for his exquisite taste in let- 
ters, in the studio where taken, and the price 
was $2. Unless the picture had been satisfac- 
tory in every way it would not have been ac- 
cepted, because the subject is quite able to pay 
any photographer’s profits. Not only was it 
satisfactory, but it was pronounced the best 
the gentleman had ever sat for, Two dollars 
was the price, mind you, but the studio is 
around the corner and unfashionable. Not far 
from it I saw a 6 by 8 photograph of a dis- 
tinguished divine of this city. To my eyes, be- 
yond certain alleged photographic art touches 
around the edges, it was not superior to the 
other. Yet the price was $25. That is to say, 
the unfashionable photographer was asking $24 
a dozen for photographs and quite well satis- 
ied with his profits, while the fashionable 
phetographer was asking $300 a dozen, and 
sorry because he hadn't asked more. The milk 
in the cocoanut of the whole matter is that it 
is not the quality of the work, nor the skill of 
the artist, but the carelessness of the customer 
who doesn’t stop to think of prices so long as 
he gets his picture taken tn a fashionable 
studio. 

I am quite willing to admit that the art 
touch in photography is worth something, but 
is it worth that much more than the photo- 
graph which is as skillfully done, with as good 
a lens and as high-class plates and chemicals, 
but lacks the smudge effect which is held to 
be art in photography when a well-known name 
is inscribed upon the card? 

I have mentioned $25 as the maximum price 
of the pictures I have used for argument’s 
sake, but $25 is small as compared with the 
figures some photographers put on thelr work, 
As high as $250 is charged by some for a s0- 
called life-size photograph, but even the New 
York rich and fashionable do not order this 


size by the dozen—$3,000 a dozen {gs just a bit 
meaty, even for our wealthiest. I’d like to 
knew from some one in the business just about 
how. much velvet there is in a photograph of 
the $250 size—maybe there are figures higher 
than that, but I have not heard of them yet.

MAGAZINE CENTRES. 


Higher Postal Rates Might Multiply 
Literary Nuclei Outside New York. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the Congress should conclude to adopt 
higher postal rates for the magazines, would 
it not result in the establishment of first-rate 
magazines in other cities of the country than 
New York—to which they are now for the most 
part confined? If that result should follow, 
might it mot be for ‘‘ general welfare’’ in an 
educative sense? 

The area in which a daily newspaper circn- 
lates is always limited. While numerous copies 
of a New York papet may come to South Caro- 
lina, the number is negligible by comparison 
with the circulation of the paper fn and around 
New York. The public demands its news 
fresh, and electricity, not steam, ia required to 
distribute It. 

The literary, ecientific, political, and pop- 
ular magazines, on the other hand, of the 
tetter class, are nearly all of New York con- 
struction. One seldom sees a Boston periodical 
in South Carolina and never one out of Chicago 
or St. Louls. Were the rates of postage on 
magazines proportioned to’ the length of the 
haul, a natural if not inevitable result would 
be the establishment of magazineg in cities 
throughout the country, and we should have a 
multiplication of literary nuclei. Long hauls 
would prevent sales at low prices. Under pres. 
ent conditions the centralization of literary pro- 
duction in New York is even greater than is 
that of money and business, and in time it 
seams that the whole literary output of the 
country would have a New York flavor. 

If the changes in postal rates hinted at, if 
not advised, in President Taft's message, should 
comypel the establishment of magazines in New 
Crieans and Chicago, for examples, they would 


have a local flavor, and therefore a distinction 
of value, New Orleans authors who write for 
New York publishers cannot escape from New 
York influences—they cannot be wholly free. 
Indeed, when they are successful they are usu- 
ally drawn to New York, to the literary im- 
poverishment of New Orleans,

Mr, Robert T, Paine, Jr., states his opinion, 
and thinks he has a ‘‘ because’’ in two rea- 
sons; but the reasons turn out to be quite as 
problematic as the opinion!

Mr. George Haven Putnam inclines us to 
use slang.

There is an awfyl lot of us that can’t fairly 
be called intelligent. Would Mr. Putnam per- 
sonalliy determine what women shail vote? If 
he refuses. is there not great danger that the 
timid man will lose the support of the intelli- 
gent woman because her voice can’t be heard 
above the voices of the unintelligent? For 
the proportions would certainly not be as 6500 
to 500! 

He does, however, take note of the quaking 
ground he stands on and turns to the educa- 
tional vote as a bridge to the municipal. But 
it never occurs to him to find a ‘‘ because; ”’ 
if it did he would be lost sure enough. For 
in Massachusetts this great educational vote 
is so little cared for that the women poll only 
from 2 to 3 per cent. of their possible vote. 

Mr, J. T. Baxter sees the value of a ‘“* be- 
cause.” He says that his personal experi- 
ence of the political struggle cduses him to 
regard woman suffrage as undesirable be- 
cause he has seen the nature of the struggle 
and knows its effect upon men, and reason, 
based upon experience, tells him that women 
would suffer as women in such a struggle. 

Mr. Norman Hapgood expresses some posi- 
tive opinions as to the purifying influence of 
women upon politics; but there is no ‘‘be- 
cause.” He does not say ‘* because we have 
seen in Colorado and Utah and Idaho and 
Wyoming that women shed the divine radiance 
of their purity upon the dark places of poli- 
tics.”’ Oh, not There fs the Shaforth case 
and a. few other reasons why he has no 
** because.’’ 

Mr. Adolph Roeder belleves in the ‘‘ exten- 

sion of the home,’’ forsooth. I wish he would 
keep house for two years! He would not 
want, after that experience, much ‘“ exten- 
sion’® for the women who manage houge- 
holds upon incomes ranging from $800 to 
$5,000, and thet is the vast mafority of 
women. 
"Mr, William G. Low’s sane and steady 
judgment makes us feel for the first time 
that We actually have both feet on good, sound, 
sweet-smelling mother earth. He considers 
the past, and then proceeds to reason logtoally 
that until we are fully assured that the 
women’s vote would improve our civic aon- 
dition we should go siow. 

Mr. Henry L. McCune gees no danger, but 
only good results. There would ba no women 
repeaters he asserts. He lives out West. Let 
him visit Colorado, te learn by experience 
whether women ‘‘repeat’’ or not. 

Mr. Thomas N. Strong says that ‘‘ The man 
wants what woman wants.’’ Well, well! 
let it pass, 

Mr. Charles Richardson has another little 
opinion, in which he would amaze us Into 
sitting up very straight if he had a ‘‘ because.’’ 
But when he says that women are needed in 
politics as being ‘‘ more open to arguments ’’ 
than men he is instantly and eternally ‘‘ be- 
causeless.’’ 

Mr. William Bennett Munro has looked out 
into the world and pathers a fact or two upen 
which he bases the deduction that since 
‘**among men the political tailenders are the 
ones to be sure to turn up at the polls,’ he 
sees no reason to believe that we need look 
for a reversal of this phenomenon should 
women vote. ‘‘A palpable hit! ”’ 

Mr. Charles H. Ingersoll begins his opinion 
with such a jaunty assurance of the ‘* matter- 


of-course’’ nature of the woman's vote that 
we would know at thke outset there would be 
ho ‘* because.’’ He iskips glibly from one 
moss-bag to another, going so lIlghtly that 
he never hears, never needs to hear, the sound 
ef bed rock under his heels. 

Mr. Charles Carroll Brown says, ‘* Sex 
not the question.”” Isn't it indeed! Would 
he mind just proving that after so simply 
stating it? 

Let men ve thefr ‘‘ reasons for the faith 
that is in them,"’ and let modesty reign, that 
no man may think to enlighten the world by 
the publication of a ‘‘hecauseless’’ opinion.

Controller Prendergast announced 6x, 
tensive changes in the administrativr 
methods in the Department of Finance 
yesterday, and in doing so criticised the 
organization of the office as he found *% 
in emphatic terms, ’

er I found a system of devolution had bee: 
installed by which the Auditors of Ac. 
counts had been stripped of practically all 
authority given to them in the charter 
and that the authority had been dis+ 
tributed among certain bureaus which had 
no authority under the charter.

The principal change made by the Con- 
troller was the placing of Henderson M. 
Wolfe, Chief Auditor of Accounts, in full 
charge of all the bookkeeping of the of- 
fice, with instructions to establish twa, 
bureaus for the work, a division of dis< 
bursements and a division of receipts. 
Under Controller Metz the bookkeepin 
division was under Frank W. Smith. He 
is transferred to the post of general ledger 
clerk, and his particular duty will be to 
be prepared to strike a trial balances off 
the city’s finances at any time the Con-.

The change was taken to mean about

“One of the first facts that came ta 
my official attention was that the aver- 
age length of time taken to pay bills 
was from fifty to sixty days. I find 
that about twenty days of this time was:

These were averages, Tradesmen are go 
interested in averages so much as pay- 
ments. For payments one claimant wou 
wait for three or four days only, while 
another would wait from a month to a 
year after he had succeeded in having 
his claim sent to the Controller. , 

“Many devices have been effectively 
used to destroy the city’s trading credi 
and force its business into the hands o 
political contractors and intermediaries.. 
Chief of these is the withholding of pay-; 
ments. A person who has been able a 
effect the right personal relations ha# 
been paid promptly. Others are required 
to wait months, even years, for their 


and similar prac- 
tices and to give tqeach person dealing’ 
with the city equal and fair treatmen$ 
that I have undertaken to reorganize the’ 
department and change its methods. 
What I -expect to accomplish is to re-' 
duce the average time in the Department: 
of Finance to about five days, and ini 
doing this to have every claim take Its. 
turn, that is, every claim should come 
within the average, except those concern- 
ing which there is some doubt as to their 
validity. Such bills will immediately be 
brought to the consideration of the Con-! 
troller or to some one designated, who 
may be held responsible for-action and 
for the protection of the interests of the 
city as well as the rights of the claimant.” 

When informed last night of the criti- 
cism expressed by Controller Prendergast 
of the methods of conducting the busi- 
ness of the Finance Department which 
obtained under his administration, ex- 
Controller Herman A. Meiz, in charac- 
teristic fashion, said Mr. Prendergast’'s 
statements were ‘all rot.”’ 

“The bureau system,’’ said Mr. Metz, 
“was merely a matter of policy. When 
Mr. Prendergast has been in office longer 
he will Know more about the depart- 
ment. He will have to work out his uwn 
Salvation, just as I had to work out 
mine.,’’

An Interesting Performance by Her and 
Others in Play, Which Hasn’t Direct- 
ness of Author’s Previous Works.

Mr. Eugene Walter is fond of the ex- 
treme cases in life. He sees drama in 
such cases, where other things are tame. 
And so far he is right. In his newest 
play, “‘Just a Wife,” Mr. Walter has 
again taken an extreme case. And as far 
as he goes with it along the lines of the 
Strictly theatrical or dramatic he is al- 
ways interesting. 

The trouble with Mr. Walter in this 
play is that he is not content with that. 
He wants to preach. And somehow or 
other, when at the point of culmination— 
or what.ought to be the culmination— 
when, in fact, you are looking for THE 
Situation, one bigger, and better, and 
stronger than any that has gone before, 
his two principal characters get into a 
purely academic discussion of the rights 
and wrongs of sex. In other words, you 
get a premise where you should have a 
conclusion. And the play begins to flag. 

Happily this is not until very near the 
end—that is to say, in the final minutes 
of the third act, with a fourth to come, 
also largely given to discussion, but which 
foreshadows a happy ending. All through- 
out there is at least some freshness in the 
handling of the triangle. ‘‘ Just a Wife,” 
for all the singleness of interest in its 
title, it is the triangle once again—a very 
acute triangle. 

The case is different, because Mr. Wal- 
ter does not take the ordinarily mismated 
pair who drift apart, make mistakes, 
Buffer and repent, go to destruction, or 
find the path at last which leads to 
the happy turning. Only the night be- 
fore in Pimero’s latest play we had the 
ordinary triangle, for it is ordinary wheth- 
er the interloper is man or woman. There 
it was a man; here it is a woman. And, 
peculiarly enough, a woman with some 
rights, which makes it different once 
more. 

Moreover, both husband and wife have 
Started with eyes wide open. She, looking 
ior wealth and comfort, has accepted 
him after three days’ wooing; he, forced 
by business reasons to show a front of 
decency, has married her, although in al! 
but name another woman has the right 
to call him husband. Both have taken 
something for nothing, and in “ this world 
nothing is had for nothing and both must 
poe. From the first he has agreed that 
1ér privacy should not be invaded—she 
has agreed to observe the same condi- 
tion in regard to him. And now. six years 
later, in a beautiful home, with lixury 
and all comforts, her life is 
empty. 

Here the play opens with a first act 
Setting these facts before you in an ex- 
eee ers made by the wife to her young 
rother, who has newly come from the 
West, and who is anxious to be of help. 
With him is a self-assertive Jewish boy, 
with a good head, a heart, and a natural 
capacity for setting people on their feet; 
ea lad who has met the brother while he 
was a bel'boy in a Frisco hotel, an dis 
now on hand, somewhat artificially intro- 
duced, to be a very present help in time 
of trouble. It is through a speech of this 
boy’s and a sort of sentimental whistling 
opligato on his part, introduced at proper 
melting moments, that the husband's 
heart, possibly softening before, now be- 
gins to thaw. He has come home for the 
tirst time in years to escape some process 
servers, so he says by way of explana- 
tion, As a matter of fact, he is dodging 
the other woman. And at a critical mo- 
ment she arrives, invades the house, and 
Scandalizes the man’s sense of the pro- 
prieties. 

The scene of this

woman’s arrival, of 
the wife's tremulous acceptance of the 
immediate situation, of h®@a dignified re- 
ception of the stranger, and of the broth- 
er’s subseque attempt to have an ac- 
counting with the husband—this last a 
passage thet is carried through with vig- 
fervor on all hands—round out the 
most interesting passage in the play. 

Presently the man and woman are left 
alore, she asserts her rights to a share 
in his life, for she has helped to make 
him what he is in a business way. And 
he on nis part asserts that the debt igs 
paid. But before she goes there is the 
inevitable scene between the two women, 
the wife not unsympathetic, but observing 
with conviction that no mater what the 
other's claims, no matter what part she 
may have played in the husband’s life, 
the end has come. For all that, as she 
the end has come. For al]Jl she talks of in- 
tellectual affinities and the rest, there is 
but one tie between a man and woman, 
and that the tie of sex. 

Again, you see, Mr. Walter wants to 
discuss things. And he does, or his char- 
acter does, which would amount to the 
same.thing in the end, except for the 
fact that conclusions are retarded. And 
then the wife, meeting her husband’s as- 
sertion that the other woman has passed 
out of their lives forever, must take up 
the cudgels for her sex, as against the 
unfair domination of the other, a domina- 
tion which, as the husband pointedly ob- 
serves, has heen in the scheme of things 
from the beginning and will continue to 
the end. 

**Come back,” shé says finally, “‘ when- 
ever you have made up your mind that 
love stands first and that business and all 
other things are secondary.” Or words 
to that effect. So, after all, despite the 
flare-up, she is very feminine, it seems, 
with a quite old-fashioned femininity. 
Certainly sympathy is with her. It would 
be difficult to justify the husband from 
any point of view. 

Beautifully staged, with an outdoor and 
indoor setting that seem to be real. and 
with the infinite little Belascan touches 
that make even the commonplace seem 
interesting and the artificial seem life- 
like, the play for much of the time holds 
the attention in spite of its defective 
structure. It lacks the directness of Mr. 

alter’s previous plays, lacks the sure- 
ness of touch, the suggestion of intimacy 
with his subject which has generally pre- 
vailed before. But it is lightened’ occa- 
sionally by touches of his familiar humor 
and practical philosophy, and the dia- 
logue, where not too obviously for a pur- 
pose, is admirable and natural. 

Miss Walker, exquisitely, beautifully, 
girlishly appealing in looks and manner— 
yet not too girlish for the yvoung wife of 
the story—plays with an abundant charm, 
plays naturally, too, and with some va- 
riety, though there are times when the 
yart strains her—and would strain almost 
any actress—fto seeir quite real. Her act- 
ing has broadened—of that there is no 
doubt—and her voice and speech show 
marked improvement. The sweetness of 
the woman’s character, her longing and 
her tenderness are beautifully expressed, 
and with a great appeal on sympathy. 
And the audience warmed to her—a new 
star last night—and paid her ,hearty trib- 
ute of applause. 

As the husband. Mr. Breese plavs for 
the most part with dignity and restraint, 
though there is always something obvious 
in his method when the passage calls for 
acting, The hysterical woman in the case 
was splendidly played by Amelia Gard- 
ner, while Ernest Glendenning. Frederick 
Burton, and BobSy North, the last very 
successfully transplanted froin, vaudeville, 
each ‘contributed an excellently played 
character. 

Played in a quieter key, the third act 
climax might seem much less artificial. 
It could scarcely be less dramatic than 
at present.

IN PLEASING CONCERT 





Brilliant Programme for Music 
Lovers Played in Men- 
delssohn Hail. 





OF HAYDN AND CHAUSSON 





Fine Piaying of Selections from Both 
Composers and of Rogers’s 
Polka. 





The Flonzaley Quartet gave its second 
concert of the season in Mendelssohn Hall 
last night before a large audience. It is 
evident that this organization will rapidly 
claim a public of its own, for its playing 
is of a sort to attract lovers of the best 
in chamber music. Last evening the pro- 
gramme commenced with a performance 
of Haydn’s Quartet in D major, Opus 64, 
No. 5, which was in every way worthy of 
this sunniest of composers. The finale 
movement, with its dashing tempo and 
decisive rhythm, was played brilliantly. 

In the second half. of the programme 
were the adagio from Chausson’s un- 
finished quartet and the scherzo from 
Reger’s D minor quartet, Opus 74, The 
work of the French composer proved to 
be a lovely bit of modern French music 
in the revery spirit, a spirit which was 
exactly caught by the Flonzaleys. There 
was more than a suggestion in the prin- 


cipal theme of this adagio to the dance 
music in the last act of ‘‘ Die Meister- 
singer.”’ 

The name of Reger has usually proved 
forbidding rather than inviting to New 
York concertgoers. Last night's audience 
was therefore more or less surprised at 
the playful polka, which the _ scherzo 
turned Out to be, There were no grating 
sounds or strainings after strange effects 
to frighten the ear of the listener. In 
fact, last night’s audience was so well 
leased with the scherzo and the per- 
ormance of it that the Flonzaleys were 
applauded until they played it all over 
again. The programme was concluded 
with a performance of Beethoven's quar- 
tet in E flat major.

‘CALLS VIOLINIST SLANDERER. 


Orchestra Manager Says He Won't Be 
Classed as a Thief. 


A new row in orchestra circles came 
out yesterday through the arrest of Will- 
lam §. Purisch, violinist, on a charge of 
slander. Two Deputy Sheriffs went to 
Musical Union 310, in Eighty-sixth Street, 
between Second and Third Avenues, found 
Purisch there, and put him under arrest 
on the order of Justice Hendrick of the 
Supreme Court, gained by the application 
of Abraham S. Nussbaum, manager of 


the orchestra of the Manhattan and Phil- 
adelphia Orchestras, and of the Broadway 
Theatre orchestra. 

Nussbaum is first trumpeter at the 
Broadway. He says that Purisch has 
been saying that he is ‘‘a thief and a 
bum musigian,’” and has damaged him 
financially and otherwise to the extent 
of $25,000. His story is that in the last 
twelve years,he has hired Purisch to 
play in various orchestras and bands he 
managed, but when last November 
Purisch tried for a place on the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra Nussbaum told him he 
was not competent enough as a violinist, 
but he might get him some less impor- 
os place later on in some other orches- 
ra. 

‘* Upon this,” says Nussbaum, “ Purisch 
yelled at me, called me a thief, and said 
he would spread the report that I was 
stealing from musicians, and would break 
me. He said h? would make it his busi- 
aeee to ruin my character and reputa- 
tion.’’ 

From then on, as Nussbaum tells it, 
he heard that Purisch was slandering 
him. George A. Nichols, musical director 
of the Broadway Theatre, told him so, 
and so did Frank Feinbloom, a musician. 
According to Nichols, Purisch dropped 
into his office on Jan. 19 and asked him 
to a café at Forty-second Street and Sev- 
enth Avenue, and there said: 

‘Mr, Nichols, he [Nussbaum] !s steal- 
ing even now from musicians, and he’s 
no good. He is a bum musician, and I 
shall prefer against him serious charges 
before the Directorate of the union.”’ 

Purisch has twenty days to put in his 
answer, but yesterday he had no trouble 
in getting a bondsman to stand the $5,000 
bail for him.

Champion and Valuable 
Engagements. 








BIGGEST SALE IN YEARS 





Famous Thoroughbred Transferred to 
Frank M, Tayior, but Charles Kohler 
Is the Probable Purchaser. 





Fitz Herbert, the turf champion of 1909, 
was sold by 8S. C. Hildreth yesterday for 
$40,000, and his engagements were trans- 
ferred to Frank M. Taylor. It could not 
be definitely ascertained just who is be- 
hind Taylor in the purchase, but it is con- 
sidered almost certain that Charles 
Kohler, who recently bought the racer 
Uncle from Hildreth, is largely interested 
in the deal. Taylor has been engaged to 
handle some horses for Mr. Kohler, and, 
though no verification of the purchase 
could be obtained from Mr. Kohler him- 
self, it is known that since the purchase 
of Uncle he has been negotiating for other 
horses. By the terms of the sale Hildreth 
receives $35,000 cash and $5,000 out of ths 
first winnings. 

Fitz Herbert is a four-year-old son of 
Ethelbert and Morganatic, and was bred 
by Perry Belmont. He first appeared at 
the races in the colors of, A. J. Joyner, 
who is at present training the horses of 
Harry Payne Whitney in England. Early 
in 1908 he was sold by Joyner to Herman 
Brandt for $3,500, and shortly after the 
sale Joyner tried ineffectually to buy 
him back at a very material increase over 
that price, but Brandt would not sell. 
Later in the year Fitz Herbert was sold 
at a good price to Hildreth. 

Fitz Herbert showed under the Brandt 


Silks that he was a promising racer, and 
as a three-year-old swept all before him. 
The sale is one of the most important 
thoroughbred deals made in a long time. 

Fitz Herbert was easily champion of 
1908, and though his stablemate Joe Mad- 
den was actually winner of more money 
over the courses of The Jockey Club it 
was only because he was better engaged 
in the way of rich stakes. Only once last 
Season was Fitz Herbert beaten in: hic 
fifteen starts, when James R. Keene's 
“Affliction took his measure in the running 
of the Oriental Handicap. On that occa- 
sion Fitz Herbert was almost knocked 
down during the race, and he was under 
a burden of 128 pounds, to the feather of 
97 on the filly. The stakes won by Fitz 
‘Herbert were the Pocantico, Broadway, 
Suburban, Advance, First Special, Elec- 
tion Day Handicap, Hall Handicap, the 
Bowie, and he had a walkover in the 
Coney Island Jockey Club Stakes. -His 
total winnings for the season in the East 
were $34,144, and in the Bowie he hung 
out a new record for the two miles when 
he raced in 3:25 4-5. The best previous 
record for the distance was 3:2614, made 
by Judge Denny in California in 1899.

AUTO RETALIATORY BILL. 


Proposed New York Measure to Strike 
Blow at New Jersey. 


Somewhat of a stir has been created in 
automobile circles in New Jersey by 
the discovery that retaliatory measures 
against New Jersey automobile owners 
are to be embodied in the draft of the new 
Aucomobile bill soon to be presented to 
the Legislature at Albany through a com- 
mittee of the National Highways Protect- 
ive Society, as a‘result of suggestions 
made at a meeting of representative au- 
tomobile men gathered at the invitation 


of the society in this city a few days ago. 
The proposed measure would make it 
compulsory for non-resident autoists to 
take out a license in the State of New 
York whenever their wn States do not 
recognize licenses of non-resident auto- 
mobilists without additional registry fee. 

The meeting in this city at which the 
retaliatory measure was discussed was 
attended by delegates from the Automo- 
bile Club of America the American Au- 
tomobile Association, Presidents of, the 
taxicab companies, automobile supply 
companies, the President of the Profes- 
sional Chauffeurs’ Club of America, City 
Magistrates Herbert, Barlow, and Cor- 
nell, Assistant District Attorney G. W. 
Whitehead, and others. 

It was pointed out that whereas New 
Jersey now requires non-resident auto- 
mobile owners to pay registry fees before 
they can drive New Jersey, 19,403 of 
the 34,000 automobiles registered in New 
Jersey belong to owners in Pennsylvania 
and New York, and 15,000 in New York 
alone. Taking advantage of the fact that 
New York now requires no additional li- 
cense for cars licensed in New Jersey, 
twelve registry offices where New Jersey 
licenses can be taken out have been set 
up sub rosa in this city, it is asserted, 
enabling non-Jerseymen here resident to 
operate in both States 4 taking out a 
New Jersey license without any New 
York license at all. 

Pennsylvania and Delaware have al- 
ready adopted laws making it necessary 
for non-resident motor car owners to 
take out special licenses in those States 
when, as in the case of New Jersey, their 
own States do not recognize the Pennsyl- 
vania and Delaware licenses as sufficient. 
The passage of similar retaliatory legis- 
lation by New York, which has hitherto 
been quite free to automobilists of other 
States, is believed to be most likely as a 
result of the draft soon to be presented 
at Albany, unless the existing regulation 
in New Jersey is modified. Such modifi- 
cation was proposed by Senator Freling- 
huysen of New Jersey about three years 
ago, but the matter was allowed to lapse 
and the statute remained unchanged. Com- 
mittees from the New Jersey Automobile 
and Motor Club of Newark likewise urged 
a repeal of the provision in the present 
law as obnoxious to the rank and file of 
New Jersey automobilists at the present 
session of the New Jersey Legislature.

United States Motor Company Acquires 
Columbia Company of Hartford. 











Another big moter car concern has been 
acquired by the United States Motor Com- 
pany, the recently organized $16,000,000 
corporation. The latest acquisition is that 
of the Columbia Motor Car Company of 
Hartford, Conn., established in 1895, 
which is one of the oldest builders of au- 
tomobiles in this country. 

The announcement was made a few 
days ago of the acquirement by the Unit- 
ed States Motor Company of the four 
plantS of the Maxwell-Briscoe Motor Com- 
pany situated at Tarrytown, N. Y.; New 
Castle, Ind., and Pawtucket, R. I. 

The rovalties accruing from the Selden 
patent, which is controlled by the Colum- 
bia Motor Car Company, will be paid to 
the old stockholders of the Columbia 
concern.

KEOGH HOLDS LEAD 
IN BIG POOL MATCH 


Champion « Hueston Forty-two 
Points Behind Challenger 
for the Title. 








SCORE STANDS 410 TO 368 





Keogh Makes Several Beautiful Com- 
binations, While Hueston’s 
Breaks Are Unlucky. 





Jerome R. Keogh, the challenger for the 
professional pool championship of the 
world, last night still further increased his 
lead over Thomas A. Hueston, the present 
title holder, in their 600-point match, now 
being played at the Concert Hall of the 
New York Theatre. At the end of last 
night’s play, which was the second of the 
match, the score stood 410 to 368 in favor 
of Keogh. The latter’s high run was 29, 
against Hueston’s high run of 27. 

The play was very considerably faster 
last night than on Monday. Longer runs 
were more frequent, and all in all the 
game was very much more interesting 
than it had been. As on Monday a crowd 
that filled every available corner of the 
hall turned out, including many people 
well known in the theatrical and athletic 
worlds. When play commenced there was 
not an empty seat. 

Keogh broke and left Hueston apparent- 
ly safe, but a master stroke in a tbhree- 
ball combination started Hueston a run 
of 15. After the break the shampion got 
six bally in the second frame before he 
slipped up on an easy one, giving rim a 
nice start for the evening. Keogh made 
a pretty shot from a bad lead and 1an 
off 8, missing on a fairly easy side pocket 
shot. Hueston took the fifteenth tail off 
easily. The result of these first two 
frames was that Hueston had cut heogh’s 
lead of 41 down to 27. 

Keogh missed a difficult shot after 
Hueston’s break in the third frame, and 
Hueston took all fifteen, The champion 
chose the break in th@ fourth and left 
them seemingly in a bad snarl. Keogh 
worked out o five ball combination and 
solved it successfully, but fell down after 
getting another. Hueston then took 12, 
completing a run of 27. The challenger 
missed an easy shot and the champion 
cleared the table. 

Hueston broke again in the fifth frame, 
and Keogh repeated his former trick of 
completing a pretty combination, dupli- 
cating it with one still more difficult, 
getting thirteen before a position shot 
left him stranded. Hueston then made 
cult long table cut, but fell down on the 
next, as did Keogh, too. But the cham- 
pion got busy and took the last ball off, 
and then ran all fifteen in the sixth 
frame, giving him the lead for the first 
time since the match began, Monday 
ar by the score of 235 to 232. 

he seventh and eighth frames were 
rather uneventful, being marked by a run 
of fifteen by each of the players. The 
ninth was a sort of puss-in-the-corner 
affair, both Hueston and Keogh making 
four successive safeties before Hueston 
sailed in and broke them up. But it fell 
to the challenger to run them all off. 

The tenth frame was unmarked by any- 
thing extraordinary, the general calibre 
of the cue work being sufficiently high 
in itself not to require more noteworthy 
incidents. In the eleventh a difficult 
round-the-table shot netted Hueston the 
fifteenth ball, with the other fourteen 
likewise to his credit, with a similar 
result for the twelfth frame.

AEROPLANE MAIL DELIVERY. 


New Pian Advocated at Aviation Meet- 
ing at West Side Y. M. C, A. 


Aeroplanes for use jn rural free deliv- 
ery was the plan advocated last night 
by Wilbur R. Kimball in a lecture on 
aeronautics at a public meeting for men 
interested in aviation at the West Side 
Young Men's Christian Association; 318 
West Fifty-seventh Street. The meeting 
wag held in the auditorium and was 
largely attended. Mr. Kimball said in 
part: 

“There has been a remarkable devel- 
opment within the last few months in 
aeroplanes, and to-day their practicabil- 
ity has been se established. There is 
no reason now why the aeroplane should 
not be used in delivering mail in the 
rural free delivery system. 

“The Government has gone to great 
expense to establish our present rural 
free delivery, but it is subject to delays, 
especially in the Winter months, because 
of the storms which make bad roads. 
With the aeroplane, however, the farmer's 
hard-earned “free delivery’”’ would, be 
above poor roads. His mail would be 
dropped in front of his door in a little 
leather pouch from the aerial delivery 
wagon, which would then speed on to 
the next farmhouse to deliver its packet. 
So far as the rural free delivery is con- 
cerned there is now no reason why the 
Government should not immediately in- 
augurate such a system. The aeroplane 
has reached that stage of development 
where it would be a quick and certain 
means of delivery. 

** Mail could also be collected by aero- 
plane mail wagons in these rural dis- 
tricts with @n arrangement by which the 
aerial chauffeur could lower a hook and 
qatch up packets of mail. One of these 
rural free delivery aeroplanes could cover 
a district ten times as large as that 
a by the present slow wagon sys- 
em.”’ 

Last night’s meeting marked the open- 
ing of @ new class in aeronautics for 
men. The course will be under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Kimball, who is a practical 
aeronaut, and who hag built two man- 
carrying aeroplanes. 


BALLOON RACE ENTRIES CLOSE 


Twelve Contestants for International 
Event to be Held in United States. 


E:intries for the international balloon race 
of 1910, which is to be held in this coun- 
try, closed yesterday with President 
Cortlandt Field Bishop of the Aero Club 
of America. Any of the entries mailed 
yesterday will be received, although many 
of them may not reach this country for 
at least ten days. 

There are fifteen countries in the inter- 
national federation, and four of these 
have already sent in entries. Three bal- 
loons are entered from France, three from 
Germany, two from Switzerland, one from 
Denmark, and three from the United 


States. The other countries in the federa- 
tion ars Russia, England, Austria, Swe- 

den, Norway, Holland, Belgium, Spain, 

Italy, and Egypt. It is believed that some 

of these countries mailed their entries 

yesterday and that they will be received 
ere at a later date. 

The entries already received insure an 
interesting race The international 
trophy has been won by the United 
States twice, by Germany and Switzerland 
once each. The race will be held during 
the full moon of October—on the 18th. 
The place of the race has not yet been 
determined, but it is certain that some 
of the Western cities will get the event. 
Four or five places are being considered, 
aud the Acro Club will annouaAce the scene 
of the race before March 1.

OPPOSITION TO POSTAL BANKS 


Debate in the Senate on Bili Develops 
Strong Antagonism. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Considerable 
“Opposition to the Postals Savings Bank 
bill developed in the course of a three- 
‘hour running debate in the Senate this 
afternoon. Among the prominent Repub- 
Iicans who have so far expressed their 
hostility to the measure are Mr. Gallinger 
of New Hampshire, Mr. Smith of Michi- 
gan, Mr. Smoot of Utah, and Mr. Hey- 
‘burn of Idaho. Some of these indicated 
that after the bill is perfected by amend- 
ments they. might support it, and Mr. 
Cummins of Iowa, a, leading insurgent, 
introduced an amendment designed to 
meet. some of the objections raised to the 
measure bearing Senator Carter’s name. 

Mr. Cummins’s amendment was designed 
te make more definite the provision re- 
quiring that money be kept in the com- 
munity from which it comes. In case the 
local banks refuse the terms offered, the 
money should be deposited, under the 
Cuminins amendment, in the Treasury, 
whence it could be withdrawn to order or 
used for the purchase of bonds. 

Broad objection to the measure was 
made by Senator Smoot. His argument 
is that under the loose terms of the bill, 
even should the money be deposited in the 
locality from -.which .it comes, there is 
nothing to prevent its being drawn out 
of those banks by the Board of Trustees 
and invested in Eastern securities, 

Mr. Gallinger said that in New Hamp- 
shire no banks nay? accept the Govern- 
ment’s deposits at per cent., as they 
all prospered now withdut paying any in- 
terest at all.

CUSTOMS RECEIPTS LARGER. 


Government’s Deficit Falls Below That 
of Last Fiscal Year. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—There was an 
increase in round numbers in customs re- 
ceipts of $32,000,000, and in internal reve- 
nue of $10,000,000, but a deficit in the or- 
dinary receipts of the Government of $25,- 
000,000, against $64,000,000 in the first 
seven months’ operations of the Treasury 
for the fiscal vear 1910, as compared with 
the corresponding period of the preceding 
year. Panama Canal disbursements, not 
included in the above calculations, have

NEVADA'S ENGINEER 
FOR COPPER MERGER 


Guggenheim Interests Give Re- 
port of Pope Yeatman Approv- 
ing Utah Company’s Offer. 





PHILLIPS STILL IN THE FIGHT 


Yeatman Figures Greater Profits in 
Consolidation for Nevada Stockholders 
Than Company Could Earn Alone. 





Reasons advanced by Pope Yeatman, 
consulting engineer of the Nevada Con- 
solidated Copper Company, at the meet- 
ing of the Directors on Monday, for ac- 
cepting the offer of the Utah Copper Com- 
any to exchange its stock for that of the 
Nevada Company at the rate of one share 
for each two and one-fourth shares of the 
Nevada Company's stock were made pub- 
lic yesterday by the Guggenheim interests 
in the Nevada concern that have already 
taken advantage of the offer. 

At the Nevada Directors’ meeting the 
whole matter of the exchange was re- 
ferred to the stockholders, after a bitter 
debate, in which President James Phil- 
lips, Jr., accused the four Utah Copper 
men, who make a majority of the board, 
of “letting their right hands put a good 
thing into their left.” He said that their 
interest in the Utah Company should pre- 
vent their voting on a question which, in 
bis view, gave that company an advan- 
tage at the expense of the Nevada stock- 
holders. Although the Guggenheim in- 
terests are dominant in the board, the 
question of whether a majority of the 
stockholders favor the merger is yet unde- 
termined. 


Pope Yeatman had been requested to re- 
port in writing whether or not the ex- 
change proposed was “fair and equita- 
ble’ to stockholders of the Nevada Con- 
solidated. In approving the merger on 
the terms offered he said this: 


Looking Ahead Two Years. 


My chief reason for making thig recom- 
mendation is that I believe that after two 
years, during which time the concentrator 
of the Utah Copper Company is to be in- 
creased from 8,000 tons of ore per day to 
12,000 tons, and the Boston Consolidated 
concentrator from 2,750 tons per day to 
6,000 tona, and necessary advance stripping 
of overburden and railway improvements 
made to insure delivery of such increased 
tonnage for the plants that the annual 
profits to be distributed per share of Ne- 
vada Consolidated stock exchanged, will be 
very materially greater than would be the 
case if the stockholders retained their Ne- 
vada Consolidated and depended upon the

Commercial faflures in January reverse 
the progress which has been consistent 
since last year and show a large increase 
over the January fallures of 1909. The 
commercial casualties reported by R. G. 
Dun & Co. during the month just closed 
number 1,510, with defaulted Habilities of 
$32 015,734, compared with 1,471 failures 
in January, 1909, carrying defaulted in- 
debtedness of oniy $14,008,085. 

Compared with 1908, however, the show- 
ing so much more favorable so far as the 
number goes, the failures in January of 
that year having been 489 less than this 
year, but the defaulted indebtedness of 
$27,099,514 approaches that of the month 
just closed more nearly than the figures 
of 1909.

Wheat Dull Early, Advancing Late— 
Corn and Oats Firm—Cotton Higher 
on Lessening Receipts. 


Wheat wae very quiet all day, 
& small change in price. There was a slight 
decline early, but the decline failed to bring 
any wheat on the market. Prices slowly worked 
up, @nd late in the day were strong. At the 
highest” price of the day wheat was over 
lc a bushel advance from the low point. The 
advance was due apparently to the strength 
of the cash markets and the fact that there 
was @ ready absorption of cash wheat in the 
Northwest, with no pressure on the market. 
The official Argentine estimates placing the 
export surplus at only 89,000,000 bushels, while 
slightly larger than the minimum estimate, 
indicated that, at. the best, the export 
surplus would be about 10,000,000 bushels 
less than last year. The receipts were not so 
heavy in the Northwest.

Oats were dull, with prices slightly lower 
during the morning under the influence of the 
decline in other grain and on some speculative 
selling, but later, with light offerings and a 
decrease of 126,000 bushels in the visible, prices 
improved.

The report 
of stocks showed a decrease of 251,000 bushels 
at Chicago in all positions.

purchases. Pennsylvania Directors, pre- 
sumably in response to the wage agita- 
tion among railroad employes, refrained 
from enlarging the dividend on Pennsyl- 
vania shares at their meeting during the 
day, although they had before them the 
December earnings statement just pub- 
lished showing an ingrease of $1,610,000 
in gross returns for the month, and mak- 
ing of it one of the best in the com- 
pany’s history. Union Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific also reported gross increases 
for December, the one of $452,000 and the 
other of $723,000, but these were turned 
into net losses of $715,000 and $74,000, re- 
spectively, by the heavier operating ex- 
penses of the month incident to the in- 
clement weather. 

Local money market conditions were un- 
changed. The foreign exchange market 
was a trifle higher, but not enough so to 
denote any response by it as yet to the 
demands for capital, which must grow 
out of the Paris flood. That event, how- 
ever, undoubtedly underlay the further 
shipment of gold from London to Paris 
during the day. The Bank of England re- 
leased $730,000 gold for the purpose.

“In a decision handed down yesterday by 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers the decision of the Collector was 
reversed in regard to a recent importation 
made by Payk & Tilford. The merchan- 
dise in question consisted of high-grade 
wool powder puffs, each one of which was 
<r incased in-a paper box with a glass top. 
The importation was returned as an en- 
. tirety, and duty was assessed thereon at 
‘the rate of 44 cents per pound and 55 per 
cent. ad valorem under the Dingley Tariff 
-m——@et, The importers made no claim against 
the assessment of the powder puffs, but 
held that the boxes are the ‘‘ usual cov- 
erings,’’ and therefore dutiable at the ad 
valorem rate of the contents or separate- 
ly dutiable as ‘‘ manufactures of paper 
at 35 per cent. ad valorem. 

The board statés that two conditions 

. Must exist in order that the merchandise 
ghall be subject to additional duty, the 
first being that the coverings must be 
made of some unusual material or in 
Some unusual form or shape, go as to con- 
‘Btitute an article not ordinarily used for 
the. transpartation of like merchandise 
to the United States; and secondly, that 
the nature of the coverings must be such 
as to justify the inference that they were 
*“ designede for use otherwise than in the 
bona fide transportation of such mer- 
chandise to the Wnited States.”’ 

The testimony of the importers was to 
the effect that the reverse of these con- 
ditions ‘exists. Although cheaper puffs 
come packed twelve in a box, the partic- 

. Wilar kinds of puffs at issue have always 

-€ ‘been imported in individual containers to 
protect them from any accumulation of 
dust or dirt. 

‘The question of duty on reclaimed or 

se®ecovered rubber was the subject of a 
ea ‘protest filed by the Michelin Tire Com- 
pany, wherein the Collector had assessed 
some of the merchandise at_30 per cent. 
ad valorem as “manufactures of rub- 
ber’’ and the remainder at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem as a *‘ noh-enumerated manu- 
,factured article.”” The. Board of. General 
*80"-Appraisers decided yesterday, however, 
that the claims for- free entry of the 
rubber should be sustained, as the pre- 
vious rulings of the board were known 
to Congress, which had made no practical 
change or modification in the new tariff 
law regarding the question at issue. The 
decision says: 

“It was unmistakably disclosed upon 

3% .the hearing that certain domestic interests 
engaged in the reclaiming and recovery 
of rubber are affected by the admission 
free of duty of this rubber, and that the 
evidence of the representatives of these 
interests as given is not to be considered 
as wholly disinterested. They:desire the 
imposition of a duty on this merchandise 

‘ @s a matter of protection against so-called 

foreign competition. If erude rubber 
cleansed and purified is entitled to free 
entry we think on the same basis of rea- 
soning that reclaimed or recovered rub- 
ber which by various processes, chemical 
or otherwise, has been reduced from old 
gcrap to the crude state, is also entitled 
, to free entry.”’

Baron Kikuchi came 7,000 miles to de- 
liver his lecture on ‘‘ The New Japan”’ in 
response to an invitation extended the 
Japanese Government by the Civic Forum. 
He said that just before he left Japan he 
held an audience with the Mikado con- 
‘earning his mission. 

Among those who were seated on the 
stage or in the boxes were Jacob H. 
Schiff, Miss Anne Morgan, Miss Helen 
Gould, Mrs. Russell Sage, Otto H. Kahn, 
¥. Everit Macy, Prof. John Bates Clark, 
isaac N. Seligman, Dr. Louis L. Seaman, 
Mrs. €C. Vanderbilt Cross, Charles R. 
Flint, Morgan J. O’Brien, Mrs. Charles 
MacVeagh, Dr. and Mrs. Elgin R. 
Gould, Archer M. Huntington, Consul 
General Yamsaki, and M. Tanaka, 

In introducing Baron Kikuchi, Justice 
Brewer referred to the war talk, that 
erops out every now and then, with ref- 
erence to a possible conflict between the 
United Siates and Japan, and declared 
that this country could not for one mo- 


ment think of war with any nation, least 
of all with Japan. He said in one part 
of his speech that ex-President Roosevelt 
had said before the departure of the At- 
lantic fleet, on its around-the-world voy- 
age, that the purpose of the journey was 
‘*to put an ironclad into the eyes of the 
Orientals’’ in order to impress upon 
them the greatness of America. Then he 
added with a smile that the idea of put- 
ting an ironclad into the eyes of Togo, 
seemea @ bit comical. 

Baron Kikuchi’s speech was very long, 
and contained a history of the educational] 
and moral development of Japan. A nota- 
ble trait of the Japanese, he said in be- 
ginning, was their eagerness ‘“‘to find 
out what other people have got to teach 
us,”’ adding: 

‘“‘ Whenever we think that the adoption 
of new methods, material or intellectual, 
is conducive to the progress of our coun- 
try, we do not hesitate to adopt them. 
wherever we may find them; we have al- 
ways been eager to learn, and the present 
age is not the only time that we have de- 
librately introduced an alien and, @sS We 
considered, @a superior civilization.” 

Baron Kikuchi then went on to point 
out the Influences that the Chinese iter- 
ature, Buddhism, among other influences, 
had had upon the national development 
ef the Japanese. : 

“What I want to emphasize,”” he said, 
“ts that amid all those radical changes 
we have preserved unchanged the esesn- 
tia! characteristics of our nationality. Of 
course, our thoughts and ideas have been 
most deeply influenced by the Chinese 
literature and philosophy and by Bud- 
dhism, but at the same time theré is 
scmethin peculiar to our peonle which 
has persisted through all these changes 
unaffected either by the Chinese 1:.fluence 
cr by Buddhism, and that is what we call 
“Yamato Damashii,” or the Japanese 
spirit. 

He again referred to the eagerness of 
the Japanese for foreign knowledge and 
then recited the famous “ Imperial Oath 

Five Articles,’’ which has so much to 
do in the development of the Japan of 
to-Gay. In conclusion he said: 

“At the present moment we are per- 
haps approaching another critical stage; 
there are many important probiems aris- 
ing from the ¢lashing of old-established 
order and new ideas. Thus, for instance, 
eur social system is built upon family as

The 
sphere of a political settlement has a clear 
and defined future. It will not make, as 
he antis say, hysterical wives, mothers, 
and daughters anxious to shirk their 
yduties, but conscientious women who ex- 
tend their home duties to’include the 
neighborhood.’’

WOMEN THIEVES 
ROBBED IN DAYLIGHT 


Walked Past a Janitress with the 
Davidsons’ Jewels and Plate 
Under Cloaks. 








FAMILY CALLERS SUSPECTED 


Two Who Introduced Themselves as 
“Sister's Friends from Balti- 
more” Sought by Police. 





The polioe of the West 1524 Street Sta- 
ffon and of the Harlem Hranch Detective 
Bureau are searching for two women who, 
they uciieye, may have committed a reb- 
bery In the home of Moses Davidson, @ 
retired furrier, at 441 West 15ist Street, 
last Saturday. The thieves got away 
with $150 in cash, some jewels, and a set 
of aztique silver table service valued, to- 
gether with the jewelry, at more than 
$2,000. 

The women have been described by Mrs. 
Catherine De Maile, the janitress of the 
house, and by Mrs. Maguire, a tenant, 
éach of whom saw a couple, believed to 
be one and the same, on different days. 
They appeared to be Jewesses, one about 
0 and tae other 30 years oid, each slender 
and clothed in a long military cloak. 
Mrs. Catherine De Maile saw two women 
in the house a month ago, while Mrs. 
Maguire encountered a couple on the 
front steps last Saturday just before the 
burglary was discovered. 

At the time of Mrs. De Malle’s encoun- 
ter with the women they descended to 
her apartments in the basement to ask 
if she knew when Mrs. Davidson would 
return horne. They were anxious to ses 
her, thay said, having a message to her 
from her sister in Baltimore. Mre. De 
Maile said afterward that when the wo- 
men had gone she realized that they had 
drawn considerable information from her 
about the Davidsons. 

She did not give this a thought until 
she learned 
left her and had ascended immediately to 
the Davidson apartment, where Mrs. 
Davidson had been at home all the time. 


Mrs. Davidson received the women, who 
explained that they were acquaintances 
of her sister, and entertained them at 
tea, at which she used several pieces of 
the antique service. 

Nothing more was heard of the women 
until last Saturday, when Mrs. Maguire, 
standing on che steps, saw two women 
exactly answefing the description of Mrs, 
Davidson's callers leaving the house. 

This was at ebout 4 o’ciock In the aftére 
noon. A few moments before Mr, David- 
e£0n had returned from a trip downtown, 
and had found that he could not turn the 
key in the lock on his front door. 
janitress was unable to make a passkey 
work, and so Mr. Davidson deseended to 
the cellar, where he placed a ladder at 
the bottom of the airshaft and ascended 
it to the windows of his apartment on the 
first floor. 

Usually, according to Mr. Davidson, 
these windows are left open for ventila- 
ticn, but on Saturday they were locked, 
and so he abundonedg the effort te get In 
and went to the home of a married daugh- 
ter at 148th Street and St. Nicholas Ave- 
nue, On the way from the house he en- 
countered Mrs. Maguire and spoke laugh- 
ingly to her about the carelessness of his 
wife in locking up the house so that he 
could not get in.
